“He was really, really fat," a student 
said. He ran past the cafeteria windows to the 
delight or horror of those inside.

"I though 1 had seen 
everything,” one female student was quoted 
as saying. The “really fat one” was wearing 
only a mustache and sneakers. 

The third one was wearing a paper bag 
over his head with holes cut to see out.

He was cheered on by a crowd, according 
to reports. But he slipped outside the art room 
and fell, and his paper bag fell off, thereby 
giving a lesson to future streakers:

Chadwick’s Unicameral Bill Due Out Soon 


Winchester Rep. Harrison Chadwick's bill 
to reform the Massachusetts legislature by 
forming a single branch is due out of com¬ 
mittee later this month. 

Chadwick said this week that there will be 
a debate on the bill on the floor of the House 
but he doesn't know if there are enough votes 
to place the item on the agenda for a con¬ 
stitutional convention of the House and 
Senate, 

The Winchester Republican said some 
legislators feel the bill is too far ahead of its 
time. “The majority said it's something 
whose time has not yet come.” 

The bill would replace the 240-member 
Massachusetts House and 40-member Senate 
with a single chamber composed of between 
150 and 200 members, all elected from single¬ 
member districts. Chadwick’s measure 
would retain the name General Court. 

The bill is now in the Judiciary Committee 
along with several other proposed amend¬ 
ments to the constitution. 

The committee will report the bill either 
unfavorably or favorably and the House will 
decide whether it should go on its agenda for 
consideration at a joint convention of the 
House and Senate in May. 

The committee is scheduled to report out 
several constitutional amendment bills by the 
last Wednesday In April. A CONVENTION 
MUST BE CALLED BY May 10, according to 
Rep. Chadwick. 

Chadwick said the intent of the bill is to 
pinpoint responsibility "for the first time in 
modern times.” Responsibility for legislative 
action is divided now between the Senate and 
House 

“You would begin to realize who iB 
responsible in your district for action being 
taken. We have never had this,” Chadwick 
said. The bill would abolish the practice of 
having more than one legislator from a single 
district as in the past 

Single districts and a single chamber 


would prevent legislators from passing the 
buck, Chadwick stated, 

The legislator also said that with a single 
chamber legislators would be prevented from 
"hanging things up between branches 
resulting in weird compromises." Matters of 
disagreement in the budget often result in 
these “weird compromises."

The Winchester Charier Commission will 
hold its first public hearing on April 17 at the 
Winchester High School auditorium begin¬ 
ning at 7:30 p.m.

At this week’s commission meeting, Jason 
Dade, speaking for a sub-committee planning 
the hearing, reported that the meeting will be 
to get information and not one for making 
decisions.

They have sent a flyer into the homes of 
residents by school children. Flyers and 
announcements of the hearing are being 
publicized at town meetings. A letter has been 
mailed to 39 civic and fraternal 
organizations; and legal and promotional ads

School Budget Cut $200,000 
By Decisive Meeting Vote 


Town meeting members Monday cut the 
School Department's $7.1 million budget by 
$200,000, the first time a town meeting has cut 
the department’s budget in the memories of 
longtime members 

Action came after a lengthy defense of the 
budget by School Committee members. Town 
meeting ihen went on to "lay on the table" 
ipostpone) further action on the budget until 
the School Committee reports back. 

On Monday, ihe meeting took the following 
other action: 

Approved the Health Department’s 
$45,400 budget which includes $9,000 for 
creation of a new position, assistant health 
inspector. 

Adjourned a special town meeting called 
to seek an appropriation to replace the 
municipal incinerator. New date for the 
special meeting is Monday, 7:45 p.m., new 
high school auditorium. 

Voted to lay on the table the Highway 
Departments budget of $430,000 until an 
explanation is made why “personal services” 
(salaries) have risen 20 percent in a year. 

Passed the following other budgets as 


River Cleanup 
Is On Saturday 

Winchester residents who have not yet 
witnessed the Boy Scouts' annual spring 
cleaning of the Aberjona River will have 
another chance Saturday to stand on the 
banks and cheer the hardy young en¬ 
vironmentalists. 

For the fifth year Winchester and Woburn 
scouts will work together on foot and In 
canoes to remove debris from the stream and 
its banks. Last year 33 truckloads of trash 
were removed during the one-day cleanup. 

In outlining plans for the annual cleanup, 
Ja^k Farrell, coordinator of the event, stated 
V lh*t the scouts view this project as a good 

Hlckoff for Environmental Education Week, 
which begins April 22. 

He explained that ft Is necessary to 
schedule the Aberjona Cleanup early fn the 
spring while the water level in the river is still 
high enough to accommodate canoes. 

“We feel that this is an educational ex¬ 
perience both for the scouts, who will surely 
think twice before littering after spending so 
many hours cleaning up, and for (he public, 
who are made aware of the litter problem 
each year by the boys’ efforts,” he com¬ 
mented, 

This year scouts in 30 canoes will start at 8 
a.m. cleaning the river from Salem street, 
Woburn, to W'edgcmcre Station, Winchester. 
Working In teams of two, the canoeists will 
haul shopping carts, baby carriages, oil 
drums, tires, lumber, car parts and hundreds 
of beer cans out of the Aberjona, and paddle 
with the debris to one of seven dump points. 

Winchester and Woburn Park Department 
trucks will again assist by transporting the 
trash from the dumping stations to the dump. 

Points will be given for trash collected at 
each dumping station and prizes awarded to 
lop teams at the close of the event. Younger 
scouts, who will collect trash along the banks 
in burlap bags, will also be eligible for prizes. 
All parlicipants will receive a special patch 
designed to commemorate the cleanup. 

Adults will be stationed at all danger, 
dump and portage points along the route. At 
five portages the boys will carry their canoes. 

At the high school playing field, where the 
river disappears into a culveri, a canoe- 
carrier will transport six canoes at u lime to 
the end of the culvert at Skillings road and 
Main street. 

Winchester police will help control traffic 
at portages, particularly at the Muin street 
bridge in Winchester Center. The Winchester 
Fire Department will again send a truck to 
the finishing point to help boys clean the day’s 
accumulation of mud and slime from the 
canoes. The Marine and Recreational 
Vehicles Division of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles will provide communications sup¬ 
port. 

First aid will be provided a! each station, 
and all scouts in canoes will be required lo 
wear life jackets. 

Refreshments for workers will be 
available at the Cross street portage and at a 
chuekwagon at Wedgemcre staton. 

’ Jack Farrell, Troop 507 committeeman, 
will supervise this year’s cleanup, assisted by 
Fred Greene, who will be in charge of point 
scores. 

Among the many other adults who will 
donate time and energy to the cleanup are 
Dick Dexter, who will act as quartermaster; 
Joe Cahill, in charge of bank beavers, and 
Joe Harris, who will man the refreshment 
stand at Cross street Jerry Polcari, 
Raymond Watts, Bob Hallisey and Frank 
Selvitelli will dispense hot dogs and ham¬ 
burgers at the chuekwagon. 

Dr «Ted Reynolds is head of a group of 
scouts responsible for a preliminary check of 
the river in canoes, using axes and saws to 
remove obstructing branches and insure a 
dear passage on the day of the cleanup. 

Local businessman and Troop 507 com¬ 
mitteeman Harry Boodakian, who originated 
Ihe idea of the annual Aberjona cleanup, is 
acting as special advisor again Ihis year.

SCHOOL BUDGET 

The vote to cut the School Department 
budget $200,000 was 101 lo 56. on a motion of 
Town Meeting Member (TMM) G. William 
Carter of Prec. 2, who said he has always 
supported the School Committee’s budgets 
and programs in the past but that he recently 
look note of his own personal budget. 

Carter asked that $150,000 be cut in the 
personal services account and $50,000 in the 
other expenses account. 

TMM William R, Zettlerof Prec. 4 said the 
town meeting could effect policy changes in 
the School Department. Raising Ihe number 
of students in each class lo 25 would reduce by 
four percent the number of teachers, he said, 
and result in n $200,000 savings. 

Finance Committee member Karl J. 
Hirshmnn said those who oppose the cut 
should run for School Committee. “The 
School Committee is charged by law to make 
these decisions. We nil know the 
SchoolsComniillec has autonomy.” He added 
that it’s not possible for town meeting 
members to educate themselves about a $7 
million budget , They have to depend on the 
“good faith and integrity” of the committee to 
“hone the budget in the best interest of the 
town. 

“What many people disagree with is 
what’s in the best interest of the town. If you 
disagree with what the School Committee 
feels, you should run for School Committee.” 

Following the vote. Moderator Raymond 
J. Kenney advised the meeting that though 
the School Department under law has certain 
prerogatives as far as money is concerned, 
the $ 200,000 cut remains in effect. 

He said if seven citizens arc not satisfied 
with the budget they have certain rights in 
court to change It. “But unless they go to 
court, this budget stands.” 

When Finance Chairman James B.L. Lane 
then changed the latest tax rate increase sign 
in front of the auditorium from $4.72 to $3.72, a 
cherr went up. 

The committer keeps n blackboard in front 
of the auditorium on which it records the tax 
picture as the meeting progresses through the 
budgets. The School Department $200,000 cut 
represents a $1 cut in Winchester’s projected 
$65.72 tax rate for 1975. 

School Committeeman Stephen R. 
Parkhursl said when town meetings cut 
school budgets “the courts ore almost always 
favorable to the school committees.” He 
added that courts sometimes fine towns for 
cutting the autonomous school budgets. 

He called the town meeting vole of 101 to 50

“convincing evidence of the wishes of the 
citizenry, ” He said the committee would have 
to look at the budget to see what will be 
eliminated. 

1 ’Since Winchester was founded in 1850, the 
School Committee has never gone the 
autonomous route.” 

Thougli the meeting earlier had refused to 
go along with a motion by TMM Arthur Hewis 
to lay the school budget on the table, at the 
request of Parkhurst it went along with the 
idea, “I’m not afraid of a challenge," 
Parkhurst had said. "Perhaps we can reach a 
compromise.” 

Despite a feeling in town meeting this year 
and among town boards, departments and 
committees to hold the line, the town meeting 
went along with the Board of Health’s appeal 
lo create a new assistant health inspector. 

Board Chairman Warren J. Taylor, MD, 
said there are many areas the health in¬ 
spector has been negligent in due to lack of 
manpower Health director Michael Saraco 
said he is unable lo institute a lead paint 
poisoning prevention program and inspect at 
stores for such possibly contaminated items 
as mushrooms . 

Finance Chairman Lane said, “Any 
department would like to have more people. 
The judgment that has to be made by this 
town meeting is if they want those services 
and are willing to pay for them." 

Lane urged the town work out with 
Lexington an arrangement to share two in¬ 
spectors between the towns. 

The vote was 87 in favor of the new position 
and 81 opposed. The Health Department 
budget of $45,395 was then approved,

Town Meeting-Tabled 
Mental Health $ Explained: 
Increased Costs, Programs 


By Cathy Fallon 

The Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Association. Inc., budget request to the 
Winchester Town Meeting was tabled last 
Thursday pending a presentation on the 
reasons for a 5 l s percent ($1015) increase in 
the requested appropriation from $18,460 to 
$19,425. 

According to Mary Welch, chief of ad¬ 
ministrative services for Mystic Valley, the 
5'z percent increase is caused by a 25 percent 
increase in postage, 15 percent increase in 
telephone installation rates, IB percent in¬ 
crease in telephone message units, 22 percent 
increase in telephone extensions. 72 percent 
increase in fuel oil rates per gallon, 12 percent 
increase in electric rates with an additional 12 
percent increase expected. 

Winchester cases at Mystic Valley in¬ 
creased 15 percent over last year, and total 
utilization of the clinic considerably exceeded 
the projections made a year ago, she said; 181 
Winchester families received treatment at 
Mystic Valley in 1973 using 10,995 hours of 
professional time. 

Winchester families paid $13,676 in fees for 
the care they received, or $1.24 per hour 
devoted to their care, Town support for these 
hours would amount to $1.68 per hour, or 
approximately 22 percent of the actual cost. 

The requested per capita increase from 80 
cents to 84.4 cents due to rising costs is to help 
defay the real cost of services and to cover the 
7 percent of welfare patients who do not pay 
their own way. 

The state pays professional salaries at the 
clinic, as well as for retardation needs. Senior 
citizens needs are funded by VISTA and EEA 
funds, without reference to town support. 
Likewise, work done with the area drug 
coordinator and community consultation are 
supported by the state. 

The fiscal 1975 Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Association budget was presented to 
the Winchester Board of Health in December, 
1973, and approved by them with one member 
from the Board of Selectmen and one member 
of the Finance Committee present. Certain 
information was not available at that time 
which should now be made known to the town, 
Mrs. Welch points out. 


This informatuon includes the final report 
of United Community Services "Community 
Mental Health and the Mental Hospital" 
which has now been presented to the 
governor. 

It recommends that state hospitals be 
phased out as fast as community mental 
health services can be expanded. To* this end. 
the state Department of Mental Health has 
already committed six professional staff 
positions to Mystic Valley beginning last 
October and has firmly contracted to commit 
up to $ 1.1 million in slate funds annually in 
partnership with the federal government, 

Mystic Valley has submitted a federal 
staffing grant application for comprehensive 
community mental health services for the 
town. Two years of planning led to this 
proposal which will provide adequate adult 
outpatient services, intermediate care, - 
emergency services and consultation and 
education for community agencies adequate 
to meet new challenges posed by Chapter 766. 

These services will be funded by federal 
and state monies for salries and by fees and 
insurance payments for operational costs. 
This application, approved by the Area and 
Association Boards of Mystic Valley, the 
regional Mental Health and Retardation 
Council and the state Department of Mental 
Health has also passed its first intensive 
formal review by the New England Regional 
Office of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

If final approval is given and funding voted 
by Congress, which has been overwhelmingly 
supportive of such grants, Mystic Valley 
should be able to meet the mental health 
needs of each community in the area with a 
facility in that community. Preliminary in¬ 
vestigations of such a facility for Winchester 
are underway. 

The financial support plan required by the 
state and federal government requires a 
sustained level of local support. In a time of 10 
percent inflation, a 5‘a percent increase in 
1975 funding is as dose as Mystic Valley can 
come to this concept of sustained local fun¬ 
ding, Mrs. Welch maintains. 

The town meeting of Arlington has just 
approved the 1975 fiscal year request from 
Mystic Valley on the recommendation of their 


iKKird of health and Tinanco committee. The 
Town of Islington's Ixiard of health and 
finance committee are recommending the full 
1975 fiscal year request 

This is also the case in the Town of 
Burlington, by a unanimous vote of the town’s 
ways and means committee. The board of 
health of the City of Woburn has just agreed to 
recommend the full 1975 request from Mystic 
Valley to the mayor and city council. 

Other future services to be provided to the 
five area towns served by Mystic Valley in¬ 
clude the opening of an adolescent residence 
for alienated teenage girls as soon as 
adequate foster parents can be secured. 

Funding for this project was secured from 
two foundation grants and a commitment to 
operating budget support by the Division of 
Family and Children's Services of the state. 

Services to the elderly will be expanded 
through a special United Community Services 
grant for a psychiatric nurse to help meet the 
needs in all five communities, 

A recent grant from the Office for Children 
will enable Mystic Valley to privde free 
consultation at four community day care 
centers. 

The other similar grants will defray the 
costs of two special short term projects-are 
to train nursery school teachers in the early 
detection of emotional problems and the other 
for internship to help juvenile officers on local 
police forces work with more understanding 
with problem families. 

In additon, it should be pointed out that 
beginning Jan. 2 B of this year, impatient and 
emergency psychiatric services became 
available to Winchester residents at Choate 
Hospital, Woburn. Previously, hospitalization 
and emergency procedures were directed to 
Metropolitan State Hospital. It is hoped that 
these admissions will be reduced to zero from 
the Mystic Valley area now that facilities are 
available at Choate, Mrs. Welch declares.

Dogs must be at least five months old and 
accompanied by an adult. 

State law requires that all dogs be vac¬ 
cinated against rabies, says Saraco, 

The law states: “Unvaccinated dogs 
acquired or brought into the Commonwealth 
shall be vaccinated within 30 days after 
acquisition or entry into the Commonwealth 
or upon reaching the age of six months, 
whichever comes later.” 

Further, the law says: “Vaccinated dogs 
must be revaccinated ot intervals not ex¬ 
ceeding 24 months. Whoever violates the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $40."

Arthur Hewis Wore Slippers 

Town Meeting Member (TMM) Arthur Hewis of ITcc. 1 was listening at home 
on the high school radio station when it appeared Monday night that the town 
meeting was about to approve the $7 million school budget without more protest 
than he thought was needed. 

Sick in bed, he nonetheless couldn't let $7 million pass without an objection. 
Most people didn’t notice, but the longtime TMM was wearing his bedroom slip¬ 
pers when he trotted down the center aisle of the new high school auditorium. 

He lambasted the town meeting. "You are totally uneducated on this budget,” 
he told the members first chance he got. "And the seniors in the high school know 
it." He explained that the students who run the rndio station had explained to their 
audience that the town meeting was voting on the budget without appearing to 
know much about. 

★ 

Finance Committee member Sally Kincaid up until this year had been an 
outspoken town meeting critic of heavy spending. This year she is an outspoken 
Finance Committee critic of heavy spending. Shu took the podium Monday night as 
a minority member of Finance opposing the school budget as submitted. 

She said of the Finance Committee's work on the school budget: "We rather 
naively thoughl that we could influence l he policy of the School Committee." Some 
of the things Finance tried to influence, she said, were immediate consolidation of 
school buildings, holding off on new maintenance programs and keeping open 
space open and not filling it with new programs. 

"1 have learned recently the utter autonomy of the School Committee.... I don’t 
Ix-lievc the budget should go up $51X1,000 when enrollment is down,” She urged the 
members: "The more questions you ask, the more you are going to find out,” 

★ 

After passage of the Hoard of Health budget Monday, which contains $9,000 for 
hiring a new assistant director, one town meeting member chided the town for 
failing to keep the banks of the Aherjona River clean. He said the companies along 
the river have done a lot to keep the hanks looking nice and suggested now that 
there is an assistant director of health position, something could be done. 

★ 

During discussion of the Highway Department budget, TMM .John Bradley of 
Free. f> was critical of the town for failing to do something to prevent trucks and 
ears from bumping into the sides of the bridges on Swunton street and Cross street. 

He made a number of suggestions. 

Selectman Chairman Arthur E. Dunbar threw the matter back to TMM 
Bradley. Dunbar said his board had considered many proposals, including raising 
the bridge (loo expensive) and lowering the road (too watery) The selectmen 
apparently never came up with a solution. He suggested TMM Bradley send a 
letter to the hoard with his suggestions. 

★ 

After completion of the Highway budget and discussion on several smaller 
budgets, Town Moderator Raymond J. Kenney seemed almost surprised when he 
turned the page of his Finance Committee book. "Here we are,” he said. The next 
budget was education and everyone seemed to take a breath in preparation. 

School chairman Harriet Dietcrich started off : ‘‘This beautiful new high school 
of ours has been accredited for to years,” she said, as if to counteract the recent 
spate of stories about collapsing this, and leaking that. She credited principal 
Vincent Laroeca with much of the responsibility for establishing the new school 
and the town meeting, too, seemed grateful wnen it gave the absent Larocco a 
round of applause. 

★ 

At the start of last Thursday's session TMM Hewis likened Winchester to 
Watergate in his aitempt lo delay the start of the annual meeting because all 
reports weren’t in. He said "when certain administrative officials go beyond the 
law because they are doing the government's business" they impede town meeting 
decision making. “Last year should havebeen a lesson.” Reports were also late at 
the start of last year’s annual, which was postponed. The top town officials last 
year supported postponement. This year Hewis was only able to muster 54 votes to 
postpone. The officials this year didn’t support postponement.

In Washington 

Federal Leaders Discuss 
Programs With Press Group 

By Kay and Peter Jorgensen 


Friction between the federal legislative 
and executive branches of government and 
agreement on the need to develop US energy 
resources were apparent in remarks by 
speakers at the annual Government Affairs 
Conference of the National Newspaper 
Association in Washington attended by 
publishers and editors from around the U.S. 

The three-day conference was highlighted 
by a reception and brief talk by President 
Richard M. Nixon at the White House and 
briefings by legislative and administration 
leaders. 

William Simon, administrator of the 
Federal Energy Office, said the public had 
been warned for years that demand for 
energy was increasing while production was 
decreasing, but no one listened. He said many 
can share blame for the crisis. 

Simon said he believes the right decision 
was made in response to the fuel crisis. 
Asking for reduction in consumption as op¬ 
posed to closing institutions caused the lowest 
human cost on American consumers, fcjmoa- 
said. Had rationing been started there now * 
would be what he termed a "bureaucratic 
juggernaut.” 

The choice is between energy dependence 
on Arab oil or developing energy self- 
sufficiency. Until the US has this in¬ 
dependence it will face the threat of embargo 
or cuts, said Simon. The administration has 
launched "Project Independence” to achieve 
this independence in the 19fl0’s. 

This plan Includes reducing consumption 
through conservation and increasing 
development of domestic energy such as coal, 
oil, shale and nuclear. Environmental and 
energy goals are compatible, Simon said. One 
goul is to reduce the normal 4-5 percent in¬ 
crease in energy demand a year to 3 percent. 
Business and industry will have to do the 
lion’s share, he said, and some environmental 
measures will be postponed. 

Wage and price controls were discussed by 
Dr. John T. Dunlop, Director, Cost of Living 
Council, who said most of the economy will be 
decontrolled by the end of next month and a 
modest increase in prices is expected through 
July. 

Dunlop said he does not think wage and 
price controls hove a role in the future. 
Selective controls are expected to remain on 
health, construction and petroleum in¬ 
dustries. 

Senate Majority Whip Robert C. Byrd told 
the national press group that President 
Nixon's attacks on the Congress were un¬ 
justified and misled people about the work of 
Congress. 

Byrd cited legislative action and said the 
record of the Senute was commendable, 
despite the fact that results of a survey 
showed that only 21 percent of the respon¬ 
dents have a favorable impression of 
Congress. 

Addressing himself to the inflation 
problem, Byrd noted that the President says 
Congressional spending should be controlled. 
While there is truth in that, Sen. Byrd said 
thul in the first four years of the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration Congress reduced the budget by 
over $20 billion. A problem, he said, is 
spending mandated by previous legislation 
over which current Congresses have no 
control. 

He told about pressure on Congressmen 
from constituents who, ns taxpayers, want 
spending cut, and then as members of interest 
groups want budget cuts restored. He said 
lobbyists and representatives of pressure 
groups attend budget hearings, not the tax¬ 
payers. Because of such pressures, Byrd said 
he is not sure that budget reform legislation 
can work 

Rep, Richard Bolling, chairman of the 
House Select Committee on Committees, is 
one of the Congressmen who does not think 
Congress works well, The intentions are good. 
but the results arc poor, he said. 

Bolling's committee has come up with a 
plan to revamp the House into a system of 
major committees, with each member ser¬ 
ving on one, and a few secondary committees. 
Jurisdiction is a current problem, he said, 
noting that 12 committees have jurisdiction 
dealing with energy. 

Any fool could have known there would be 
an energy crisis, Bolling said, but Congress 
never got together to figure out how to face it 
in advance. Coherent policies are also lacking 


in environment and mass transit, he said. 

Bolling was critical of the present 
seniority system which allows committee 
chairmen to be chosen solely by seniority. 
They do not have lo be able, he said. They can 
be deaf, dumb and blind. Intelligence should 
play some role in selection of a chairman, he 
said. 

Rep. Chet Holifield, member of the Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee, said the energy 
crisis was brought about by technical and 
political factors, He said testimony at 
hearings has not shown evidence of any 
alleged conspiracy in bringing about the 
crisis. 

Holifield cited increased used of energy in 
the US in industry, autos, air travel, and 
consumer demand for appliances. He said the 
US must fully exploit its resources by 1985. 
While the cost is high, Holifield said this is the 
only hope for early energy relief. 

Holifield explained that 45 percent of the 
US oil supply is subject to foreign control 
which means US money goes overseas and 
creates a deficit in the balance or payments. 
He said the US cannot tolerate the dollar 
drain and cannot be at the whim of foreign 
governments. 

He said it would take several years to open 
mines, refineries and nuclear plants. If 
staggering sums are invested, by 1990 
resources could be developed, Environ¬ 
mentalists will have to come to terms with 
reality. Holifield said, and he rebutted 
charges of nuclear danger from nuclear 
energy plants. 

Nuclear power is the only source of clean 
energy at reasonable cost when the other 
resources arc depleted, Holifield said. If New 
England nuclear plants were closed, as Ralph 
Nader has proposed, Holifield said regional 
electricity would be reduced by 20 percent. 
This suggestion he termed "stupid and cold 
blooded," showing lack of consideration for 
people who would suffer from shortages and 
consequent unemployment. 

Campaign reform laws were the topic of 
Rep. Wayne L. Hays, chairman of the House 
Administration Committee which is filing 
legislation for campaign reform laws. 

The proposed legislation would allow 
people to check on their income tax forms for 
a contribution to the presidential election. If 
$40 million is not raised by this way, the 
difference in the $20 million allowed each 
party shall be raised by traditional methods. 

Maximum donations, spending limits in 
different contests and individual con¬ 
tributions in total to all contests will be 
limited. Each party would receive $2 million 
for its convention. Minority parties would 
receive funds in proportion to the number of 
votes they received in the last election. 

Kenneth R. Cole, Assistant to the 
President for Domestic Affairs, successor to 
Melvin Laird, said he thinks there is a good 
opportunity that Congress will pass health 
care legislation this year. Hearings on the 
administration’s proposal should start in 
May, he said. The proposal is for the in¬ 
surance to be handled through present 
systems with employers having to offer the 
plan, which is optional for employees, with 
some contribution by the insured. 

Cole said more must be done as an in¬ 
centive to encourage energy production, such 
as removing restrictions that do not en¬ 
courage production. 

Contrary to what some say. Cole says the 
government has been functioning during the 
year of Watergate. He said last year was one 
of the best in terms of passing meaningful 
legislation proposed by the President. 

In discussion of revenue sharing Cole said 
it is in the interest of the country to have 
decisions on use of the funds made by local 
elected officials. He said he feels more em¬ 
phasis should be placed on continuing 
programs rather than on capital ex¬ 
penditures. 

Cole denied that the administration budget 
is inflationary—it is based on the "full em¬ 
ployment” rate which allows for 4 percent 
unemployment and is not inflationary, he 
said. Economists think this is healthy because 
they see the economy in a downturn for the 
first six months of this year, Cole said. 

The federal government does not want to 
direct spending. Cole said a major struggle is 
with Congress and the federal bureaucracy 
which want lo attach strings lo federal 
money

On The Recount, He Sat Down 


I noticed ai town meeting Monday that 
when there was confusion over the counting of 
the vote in the center section and the 
moderator asked everyone to be seated ex¬ 
cept the center section, one man standing 
looked around and quickly sat down. • 

This came during the vote on an amend¬ 
ment lo the Board of Health budget creating a 
new assistant. Looks like someone didn’t 
want Mike Saraco, the director, to know he 
really didn’t favor a new assistant. 

★ 

Moderator Ray Kenney was asked if he 
ever remembers a town meeting voting to cut 
a school budget. No, he said, but when he was 
on the Finance Committee they were suc¬ 
cessful in getting the School Department to 
cut the budget voluntarily. 

"We had come in with about $100,000 less 
than the School Committee budget," Kenney 
remembers. "The town meeting referred it 
back to the School Committee without a vote 
having been taken. They eventually got most 
of the $100,000 though,” Kenney said, He 
believed the School Committee agreed to a 
cut of $30,000. 

★ 

There seems to be some misunderstanding 
about where the $200,000 cut stands vis-a-vis 
the budget because the budget has been laid 
on the table. Moderator Kenney says the 
$200,000 is OUT and the budget now stands at 
$6.9-odd million. 

The budget is subject to further amend¬ 
ments and one amendment could presumably 
be restoration of the $200,000. But Kenney 
views a move to restore as reconsideration, 
which requires a two-thirds’ vote. In view of 
the lopsided 101-56 vote in favor of the cut, a 
two-thirds’ vote to restore would be nearly 
impossible. 

Kenney also said that if the School Com¬ 
mittee returns with a compromise figure that 
is "substantially” the same as $200,000, he 
would view that as a motion to restore and 
subject to the two-thirds’ vote. Thus the 
committee has to come back with sub¬ 
stantially less than $ 200,000 to avoid court 
action. 

★ 

I noticed that our two new School Com¬ 
mittee members, Mary G. Pronski and 
Catherine Fallon, were among those voting 
against the cut. 


The School Committee met in closed 
session Tuesday night to discuss possible 
places money can be cut in its budget. 
Reports are that it will come back to town 
meeting with less than the $200,000 in an at¬ 
tempt at compromise. 

The committee was scheduled to meet last 
night with the Finance Committee to seek 
agreement on its recommended cuts. If town 
meeting goes along with the cuts less than 
$200,000, then the committee will probably not 
seek court action to overturn the meeting’s 
cut. 

★ 

Residents and others may sign a petition 
at Town Hall protesting the ridiculous "fuel 
adjustment” clause tacked on to all our 
electricity bills. The more signatures on the 
petition the more power they will have when 
delivered to the state Department of Public 
Utilities in protest over this additional unfair 
method of consumer subsidization of Boston 
Edison. 

The petitions are located in the select¬ 
men's room on the second floor of Town Hall. 

★ 

Selectman John Sullivan doesn't like the 
way we phrased a note in this column last 
week about his opposition to bringing the 
power companies into line. He thinks it made 
him seem as though he is paid by the utility 
companies to oppose rate hikes. 

That's not the case. Sullivan works for a 
private engineering company and is. not 
directly paid by any utility company. And 
he’s certainly not paid by them ~ indirectly 
or otherwise — to oppose their requested rate 
hikes. 

★ 

Sports writer John Parrell tells us Jeff 
Bailey, grandson of TMM Arthur Hewis, has 
been playing well in the nets in youth hockey 
games. "He has allowed just 14 goals in 13 
games and his team has a record of 11 wins

Elderly Housing 
Winning Support 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Interfaith Lay Council, a group for¬ 
med last year to coordinate the efforts of 
Winchester's churches through their lay 
leaders, has been looking into the housing 
needs of Winchester’s elderly. 

The Council believes that the elderly who 
have lived in and helped to make Winchester 
the town it is deserve the opportunity to 
remain here. The need for additional units to 
house tho low Income elderly has been cited 

many times, but less attention has been paid 
to meeting the needs of the total elderly 
population. 


The recent survey of the elderly by the 
Council on Aging indicated a need for 141 low 
income units, 248 moderate Income units and 
97 high income units, Margaretta Thuma, 
president of the League of Women Voters, 
pointed to this broader need and urged sup¬ 
port of programs, (Sat, Feb. 14). 

Meetings which the Interfaith Lay Council 
has been holding with persons knowledgeable 
in housing programs in this state convince us 
that Imaginative use of available housing 
programs combined with quality planning 
can provide a significant start toward 
meeting these needs. 

We plan to carry out further study of this 
problem and to lend our strong Bupport and 
encouragement to efforts to respond to the 
housing needs of the elderly. 

We urge our fellow church members and 
all townspeople to recognize the total housing 
needs of the elderly and to give serious 
consideration to programs put forth to meet 
their needs. We urge also that consideration 
be given to the zoning necessary to ac¬ 
commodate a broad variety of elderly 
housing.

Waste (!om in it tee 
Ready For Action 

Resource Systems, Inc., is prepared to go 
ahead with contract negotiations with the 
town to replace the present incinerator 
despite a belief by the Boardssof Selectmen 
the project might have to be renegotiated. 

Brian Hogan, president of the Newton- 
hased company, said Tuesday that he will be 
present at town meeting Monday when the 
Solid Waste Disposal Study Committee 
recommends hiring Resource to build a new 
incinerator. 

And Solid Waste Chairman Vartkes L. K. 
Karaian said Tuesday he feels the legal 
questions can be worked out, though not in 
lime for Monday’s special town meeting, 
scheduled to take action on the Item. 

Karaian said the committee will ask the 
meeting to sanction a contract with Resource 
and details can be worked out later. "They're 
not backing out or anything.” 

Resource’s Hogan confirmed this intent to 
Iron out legal details and was critical of Town 
Counsel Douglas A. Randall for his reluctance 
to ask for a declaratory judgment on the 
legality of the town entering into a contract 
with Resource. 

"We don’t intend to fight with the 
customer every step of the way," Hogan said. 
"That’s not the way we do business. We have 
a good reputation. One of the best in the 
trade,” 

He said if the town delays action on 
building a new Incinerator this year it will 
cost Winchester "three quarters of a million 
dollars or more" because another con¬ 
struction season will have passed. 

Total estimated cobI of a new incinerator 
has been put at $500,000. 

Because Resource is a private firm in¬ 
tending to do business with a public cor¬ 
poration, Winchester, there are a number of, 
legal problems associated with the contract.' 
To resolve those difficulties, Resource has 
asked the town to seek a non-binding decision 
in court on the legality of such a contract. 

Randall wants the Massachusetts 
Department of Labor and Industries to be a 
third party in the case.i He said Resource’s 
attorney "felt that the Inclusion of the state 
Department of Labor and Industries would 
not be advisable as that would give the 
litigation too broad a scope, 

"It was my opinion that the department Is 
a necessary third party in order to make any 
declaration of rights regarding the subject 
matter binding upon them as the enforcing 
authority."

was with a group of other young men when the 
suggestion was made that he strip and make a 
quick trip from the corner of Church and 
Main streets, across the rotary to the opposite 
corner 

He did without delay and collected his 
stipend, according to one young man who was 
there and contributed to the cause. 

There have been no reports on similar 
activities since that incident. 

High School principal Vincent Larocco 
confirmed the high school cases and said 
disciplinary action will be taken when they 
are able to identify the streakers. They have 
prime suspects, he said, but no proof. 

"When someone has a stocking or a bag 
over his head, how do you identify them? 
From the warts on their backsides?” Larocco 
asked. 

The principal said interviews would be 
conducted with the prime suspects and if they 
are found guilty they will be suspended. 

Though the high school students look upon 
streaking as a lark, Larocco and his staff take 
it seriously. When streaking was popular on 
college campuses earlier this season, Larocco 
talked with the staff about what they would do 
if Ihe sport came to Winchester High School. 

Though they feel streaking is a "passing 
kind of thing," they decided to suspend those 
who are caught. 

In none of the high school incidents were 
the Winchester police asked to respond by 
school authorities. 

Though the police take a more serious 
view of streaking, the attitude of most other 
adults has been one of welcome relief from 
the militant student uctivitiies of a few years 
ago

Humberto Cardinal Mederlos. 

A native of Roxbury. Father 
Garrity. 69, was educated in St. 
Joseph's School of Roxbury, 
Boston College High School and 
Boston College. 

After attending St. John's 
Seminary, he was ordained by 
the late William Cardinal 
O'Connell in 1934. 

His first assignment was St. 
Charles* Church, Woburn, 
where he served for almost 20 
years, There his interest 
centered on the welfare of the 
youth of the church. He was 
known as an outspoken critic in 
their behalf over the years. 

While at St. Charles' he led 
the Catholic Youth 
Organization movement and 
was the initiator of the now 
defunct Knights of the Sacred 
Heart Drum and Bugle Corps 
which appeared at functions in 
the Greater Boston area 
frequently. 

When World War II broke out 
Father Garrity tried to enlist 
but was unable to pass the 
physical examination. 

Following surgery to correct 
a physical ailment, he con¬ 
sidered trying to enlist again 
but his pastor, the late Rev. 
Charles P. Heaney is said to 
have pleaded with him to 
forego the military service to 
stay at St. Charles where he 
was more urgently needed. 

During the war. Father 
Garrity was on hand at the 
railroad depot to participate in 
departure ceremonies of 
servicemen He administered 
to them spiritually and gave 
each religious mementos to 
carry with them.

Garrity attended Boston

Sachem Gridders 
Playing In Div. 1

As a result of a review of school 
enrollments the Middlesex League football 
teams have moved up from Division 2 to 
Division 1, meaning the teams will be thrown 
in with the largest schools in the stote rather 
than compete against others comparable in 
size. Norm for classificaton in Division 1 is 725 
boys. The Middlesex family checks in as 
follows: 

Lexington 1,116 
Woburn 1,053 
Melrose 737 
Burlington 734 
Watertown 701 
Winchester 683 
Wakefield 657 
Reading 624 
Stoneham 598 
Belmont 543 
League average 745. 

These figures include boys in the tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth grades. But for the 
heavy enrollments at Lexington and Woburn 
the league would have remained in Division 2. 

A similar situation resulted in the Bay 
State League being put in Division 1 even 
though some of the schools, notably Walpole, 
are far below the overall league average 
figures. 

The change will make little if any dif¬ 
ference in the schedule. Since the Middlesex 
League has a full nine-game slate, and since 
Principal Vincent Larocco has stated his 
opposition to a tenth game, the status quo will 
be maintained for Winchester. 

Howeve, rumors persist that the league 
family may have a change in the offing. 
Belmont, the smallest school, has been 
having consistently unsuccessfuw seasons in 
all sports. 

There is growing agitation to withdraw 
from the rugged competition of the Middlesex 
League and to seek admittance to one of the 
smaller leagues. If that should happen, 
Arlington is said to be eager to rejoin the 
Middlesex League, since it is severing its 
Suburban League affiliations after this year. 

Another possible solution to the un¬

The Planning Board last Wednesday heard 
pros and cons of Winchester Hospital's plan to 
relocate Maple road and build a parking 
garage attended by William Spears, hospital 
representative, and citizens whose houses are 
in the vicinity. 

Property under discussion is located 
between Fairmount street, Maple road. 
Orient street and Valley road. Spears said 
alms were to open the intersection at Orient 
and Maple streets, relocate and widen 
roadways and provide sidewalks. The 
residential area which the hospital now owns 
will be sold. 

Spears stated three main attempts of the 
hospital in urging this action. First, “the 
serious problem of parking" would be 
alleviated. Most cars would be off the street 
and in the multi-level parking garage which 
would accommodate over 400 cars. 

Second, relocating Maple road “would 
provide in one contiguous parcel" all the land 
area necessary for future additions to the 
hospital 

Last, the hospital would return to private 
ownership all houses not lost in construction 
work. 

Winchester Hospital also wants to relocate 
the intensive care unit and add 25 beds. Most 
new space, however, would be devoted to an 
out-patient clinic and emergency area. 

Since only about 20 percent of Winchester 
uses the hospital, one neighbor’s question was 
“who is the hospital's growth for?" Spears 
said "a certain minimum size” is needed for a 
good hospital and high quality staff. “You get 


belter care because the hospital satisfies 
more than Winchester's needs.” 

Patrick Murphy of 29 Highland ave. said 
the Finance Committee hod deferred 
recommendation until more specific planning 
was done. He read a letter from Edward 
Donnelly, executive secretary of Board of 
Selectmen, who suggested the hospital “in¬ 
clude one or two neighbors” in its planning. 

Murphy wondered why “nobody asked us 
(residents) what Ihe best way" to deal with 
the situation was. 

Damage to property values was another 
argument raised by Winchester citizens 
whose homes are involved with hospital 
expansion, The same exil as entrance of the 
parking lot is a concern of those against the 
hospital's plans. 

One suggestion was to build parking lots at 
distances from the hospital and provide 
shuttle buses. Spears argued that visitors 
would not realize these lots were available 
and confusion would result. 

Spears said the out-patient clinic would 
reduce bed occupancy, which would reduce 
medical bills, insurance and cost of hospital 
stays. 

In order for hospital plans to go through, 
first the Planning Board, then Town Meeting 
must approve them, and a certificate of need 
must he obtained from the state department.

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For Hospital Expansion 

Selectmen Approve Relocated Road 


The Winchester selectmen Monday ap¬ 
proved the street layout for the relocation of 
Maple road to pave the way for expansion or 
Winchester Hospital. 

Atty. William Speers, representing the 
hospital, told the selectmen neighbors were 
divided over whether or not the road should 
he relocated, As for the layout of the road 
itself, there were no questions raised at last 
Wednesday's public hearing, he said. 

Samuel McCarthy of 10 Fair-mount st. 
asked Speers if the hospital would be willing 
toerecl n fence along his property to prevent 
children from cutting through. The new 
Maple road will make McCarthy’s home a 
corner lot and expose 200 feet of his land to the 
street. 

Speers said he would expect the hospital to 
be receptive to the proposal. 

The three selectmen present then ap¬ 
proved the street layout without further 
discussion. 

The opinion of Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall that town meeting must give the 
Board of Selectmen permission to rent 22 
Highland avc. was raised. 

Speers said that if the selectmen after 
receiving this permission set a "severe rent" 
then the hospital could correspondingly 
reduce the am nun I it pays the town ($63,000) 
in lieu of taxes. 

Speers called the hospital's delay of ils 
1D74 tax check "subtle pressure" to make the 
community aware that the state has been 
tardy in paying the hospital for the costs of 
welfare patients. 

Speers said the hospital intends to go 
ahead with demolition of Ihe house at 22 
Highland avc. and blacklopping for a parking 
lot once permission granted. 

It might be a year before the state ap¬ 
proves the hospital’s request for a certificate 
of need for construction of a garage over the 
old Maple road and expansion of medical 
facilities. 

"The hospital wants to start 22 Highland 
avenue in lho full," Speers said, citing the 
need to get parked cars ofr Highland avenue. 

Selectman Vito A. Giarrizzo suggested the 
hospital undertake a study to see the 
feasibility of building ground-level temporary 
parking over ihe old Maple road ruther than 
raze 22 Highland ave. 

Speers said some neighbors don’t like the 
idea of ground level parking. "It could be two 
lo three yours before the garage is finished," 
he said.

In other action at their weekly meeting 
Monday, the selectmen heard from Town 
Counsel Randall over additional difficulties in 
negotiations with Resources Systems, Inc., to

replace the present Winchester incinerator. 

The selectmen now feel they may have to 
start the entire process over and go out for 
bids again. (Town Meeting Monday ad¬ 
journed a special town meeting until Monday 
lo take up the long-delayed article.) 

The Winchester town counsel and the 
lawyer Tor Resource Systems are in 
disagreement over how to seek a declaratory 
judgment on the legality of the proposed 
conlracl. 

According to Randall, Resource Systems 
Atty. Richard Mcdvcrd wants him, Randall, 
to consent to a friendly suit "declaring that 
compliance with (certain) statutes were 
unnecessary or that I would prepare an 
agreed statement of facts which would 
necessitate the same conclusion.” Randall 
refuses to do this. 

In another matter, Randall said he 
believed the so-called Ericson amendment lo 
the Winchester Housing Authority multiple 


housing district was legal. Ericson’s 
amendment narrows the WHA proposal to 
apply only to housing for the elderly. 

The Board of Selectmen voted to recom¬ 
mend to town meeting that they act favorably 
on Articles 19 and 20: acquisition by the

Donahoe Named Vice-Chairman 


Through written and verbal com- 
municalioits, swords crossed recently bet¬ 
ween Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocation School Committee chairman Peter 
Rossetti and Alexander Danish, president of 
the Northeast Teachers Association. 

The caustic note began when Danish wrote 
Rossetti and accused the School Committee of 
dragging ils feet in fulfilling legal promises 
on a contract completed in November calling 
for the hiring of a matron and teacher-aide 
and provision of desks and file cabinets for 
leachers. 

In a press release Danish referred to the 
teachers contract and said "there is no 
evidence of compliance with the low of the 
contract." 

Speaking for NTA, Danish threatened."We 
are now prepared to obtain a court order to 
force the School Committee into compliance 
with the law," 

Irate and accusing Danish of trying "to 
destroy reasonably harmonious relations 
between the teachers and the committee," 
Rossetti suggested Danish withdraw 
...legations or go ahead with court action. 

In his letter lo Danish, Rossetti remin¬ 
ded,"On the very day that the letter was sent,

derway, yet you sent your letter. Is sdeh 
conduct, in your judgment, consistent with 
the good faith conduct for which you claim 
concern?” 

He accused Danish of sitting in on the

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Cambridge School Department 
Ordered To Pay Mary Daly

In a complaint filed by Ms. Mary Daly of 35 
Henry st. alleging that as a school teacher 
without tenure she was forced to resign her 
position in her seventh month of pregnancy. 
Chairman Glendora M. Putnam of the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD1 ordered the Cam¬ 
bridge School Committee to pay her full 
“back pay,” pay her $1,000 as compensation 
for emotional distress and Inconvenience and 
pay her $27.50 as compensation for expenses 
incurred in her attempt to secure rein¬ 
statement. 

At a public hearing held in Boston. Ms. 
Daly stated that after she filed her complaint 
she was reinstated to a permanent teaching 
position, granted tenure and awarded partial 


"back pay." However, she did not receive a 
step rate increase for the academic year she 
was unemployed due to her forced 
resignation. 

Chairman Putnam ruled that Ms. Daly 
should be paid full back pay minus any 
monies already paid as partial back pay. 
Also, Ms. Daly was to be promoted to the step 
rate she would have attained if she had not 
been forced to resign, 

The Cambridge School Committee was 
further ordered to discontinue the policies 
complained of in this action and adopt a 
maternity leave program which complies 
with the provisions of the Commission's 
maternity leave guidelines.

Board Of Assessors 
Seelis Applicants

fill the vacancy on the board.

Winchester town meeting members ap¬ 
proved spending $13.500,00n at the opening 
session of the annual town meeting last 
Thursday. 

Due to lack of sufficient material for 
adequate decision making, seven sections of 
Article 4 t various department budgets) were 
laid on the table. 

Request to Adjourn 

TMM Arthur Hewis requested the meeting 
he adjourned until Monday because four 
department budgets were not yet in the hands 
of the Finance Committee. 

These budgets were the town clerk’s, 
contributory retirement contribution, group 
insurance and interest on temporary loans. 

Nine other budgets, now in the hands of the 
Finance Committee, had not been available 
previous to the opening of the town meeting so 
as to appear in a report from the Finance 
Committee. 

"One thing that irks me is the violation of 
law." llewis said, reminding the assembly 
that reports were also late last year, "If town 
administrators do not obey the law, how can 
wc enforce law on the streets and teach our 
young?” 

On a standing vote, the town meeting 
denied the postponement. 84-54. 

The second order of business was to act on 
a motion which would set town meeting dates 
on consecutive Mondays and Thursdays 
beginning with April 1 and 6. This was ap¬ 
proved by voice vole. 

Before the final vote TMM Richard 
Sampson made a motion lo amend the main 
motion by including Saturdays for conducting 
the business of the town. This failed. 

Finance Committeman James B. L. Lane 
said the current estimated tax rate would be 
$66.67 per thousand which would be an in¬ 
crease over lost year of $4.67. 

The increase over an earlier estimate of 
$65.33 is due to budget revisions In the amount 
of 79 cents; a correction in the total 
evaluation of another 13 cents; one cent for an 
error; and 41 cents due to favorable approval 
of three special Lown meeting articles. (At 
Monday’s session the tax increase figure was 
put at $3.72.) 

Lane said the first tax bill to residents 
would cover six months and be about $30.70 
while the second tax bill "will depend on what 
happens at town meeting." Concerning who 
sets the lax rate, he said It is not the 
assessors. "All they do is the arithmetic. 
Town meeting determines the tax rate.” 

The major debate of the evening centered 
on whether or not to add $4,232 to the personal 
services budget of the selectmen to pay "All

The major debate of the evening centered 
nn whether or not to add $4,232 to the personal 
services budget of the selectmen to pay half 
the salary for a clerical assistant. 

A lengthy discussion ensued after select¬ 
man Arthur Dunbar indicated the person who 
would be bird as the clerical assistant would 
also serve half-time In the office of veterans 
affairs to provide “back-up" looking ahead to 
the time when DaDan O’Doherty, now 80, will 
retire. 

TMM Richard Sampson said he felt it was 
obvious there is a problem of clerical help at 
Town Hall. Noting it should be handled 
"systematically,” he suggested appointing 
"a commission to study” the situation. "We 
need to find a better way to share personnel at 
the Town Hall. Inflation is squeezing us all," 
he said, adding that it is "hard enough getting 
pay raises for regular employees" without 
adding new positions. 

Finance Committee chairman James 
Lane opposed adding personnel to the 
selectmen’s office unless "we can see 
justification for it. We see none here.” 

Michael Saraco, director of the Board of 
Health, agreed with TMM Hewis, who 
suggested laying this question on the table. 
Hewis was still looking for information from 
the Personnel Board. Saraco suggested there 
would'be a savings if $33,315 was taken from 
the various departmental budgets and added 
to the selectmen's budget with them over¬ 
seeing purchase and use of all gasoline by all 
departments except police and fire. 

Saraco reasoned that much clerical work 
would be lessened and "we will probably have 
unexpended money at the end of the year.” 
This remark drew applause by the town 
meeting assembly. 

Dunbar said the idea sounded good but 
“needs more discussion." He suggested it be 


“pul. before the public works council for 
recommendation." He requested Saraco’s 
motion be turned down and the matter be 
"deferred for another year.” 

Saraco’s motion lo amend did not carry. 

Other Action 

Other monies approved by lown meeting 
were as follows: 

Selectmen's rentals. $16,455; engineering, 
$69,447; town hall, $46,037; protection by 
police, $642,741; school traffic, $68,060; dog 
officer, $11,340; fire, $673,188; civil defense, 
$6,594; sealer of weights and measures, 
$1,971; forestry, $57,138; board of appeals, 
$400; contagious diseases and premature 
births, $6,540; sewer, $132,293; inspector of 
animals, $1,463; and $3,660 for a special police 
communications program tying Winchester 
in with 23 communities in the Northeast Law 
Enforcement Council. This latter radio 
equipment will cost $50,000 all told. Win¬ 
chester's portion on Ihe LEAA funded 
program amounts to five percent.

WHY LOCAL 
OWNERSHIP 
AND OPERATION? 

Edward.). Duffy Jr. 
Chairman of the Board 
Saburbun National Bank 


I have discussed In these reports our preference for 
local operation of banks. You may wish to know how 
you are affected by the ownership structure of your 
bank. 

Although every bank Is operated somewhat dif¬ 
ferently. there are certain basic characteristics which 
they all share. And, generally speaking, every bank 
hopes to aid the community In which 11 operutes while 
generating profit for its stockholders. 

But It Is the emphasis on these goals which can 
make the difference to customers and local com¬ 
munities. When a bank Is doing all of ils business In a 
specific town or county. It Is easy for that Institution to 
set priorities In Us lending policies which are designed 
to bring the maximum benefits to this community. 
This Is not only good citizenship, It is good business: If 
the area prospers the bank can expect to do well, and If 
the area's business Is poor the bank will suffer as well. 

Now let’s take the case of a large banking system- 
either a bank with branches spread across a state or a 
multibank holding company which owns banks In 
numerous communities and In some cases in several 
states. These banks do not have the same degree of 
interest as the community • owned bunk in what the 
large systems call *'satellitc" towns, since 
management generally is concentrated In the home- 
office city. Other factors work to spread their focus 
even further, 

First, the stock of these banks and holding com¬ 
panies usually Is registered on national securities 
exchanges. So, the profit motive must always be the 
first consideration. If the price of the shares declines, 
their value In purchasing new banking satellites drops 
and the growth in size which a conglomerate considers 
essential Is halted. 

Second, all large bunking systems compete in the 
national loan market. The business of the very largest 
corporations is prized above all other lending uctivlty. 
This is because one big loan Is easier to make than 100 
or 1,000 smaller loan* adding up lo the same amount, 
and because among big bonks there is "prestige" In 
having the most Important looking customer list. 

Often In states such as Massachusetts which permit 
holding company activity on an unrestricted basis, a 
branch bank or a holding company affiliate will be in 
direct competition with u locally opened and operated 
independent community bank. This Is true of the Town 
of Winchester. 

Generally speaking, the lending policies of the 
branch or affiliate are dictated from the home office 
and the manager is restricted In his decision - making 
to the rules laid down for him. 

On the other hand, the Independent community 
bank, run like Suburban National Bank of Arlington, 
has a board of directors which Is thoroughly 
acquainted with the citizens of the community and 
their business needs. If a local concern comes to an 
independent bank with a loun request, there Is no need 
for communication back to the "head office" nor Is 
there any worry over whether national commitments 
might have reduced the amount of funds the bank is 
ready to dispense locally. 

There Is only the single question which should be the 
criterion In every bank, but unfortunately, is not: Is 
this a good credit risk? In most local Independent 
community banks, where the customer Is usually a 
neighbor who Is well known to the management or a 
board member, this question la not answered by the 
cold facts of a balance sheet but on the generally sound 
character judgment of the banker. 

In local communities, decisions like these can have 
tremendous cumulative Impact If a business loan 
which might produce a half-dozen new jobs directly 
gets turned down, that's a half-dozen paychecks that 
do not get spent in local stores. It Is u half-dozen 
families that are not putronlzing local merchants and 
paying local taxes. Over the course of a few years the 
orientation and priorities of the local bank will make 
ihe difference In a score of cases of this kind. They 
make the difference between a vigorous und growing 
local economy und a local economy dependent on 
outside factors for jobs and Income. 

The difference between Independent community 
banks and chain operations geared td bigness Is well- 
recognized In the bunking business. 

One of the best-known holding company bankers In 
the nation, K. A. Randall, a Virginia banker who 
previously was a Washington banking regulator, 
summed it up when he conceded that when a holding 
company comes up against a well-managed In¬ 
dependent bank "they can kick hell out of us." 

The reasons is quite simple: the Independent 
community bank Is committed to the future of Its own 
town and not simply to the bottom line on a proflt-and- 
ioas statement. 
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Cleanup Of 
River Yields 
31 Truckloads

More than 100 Boy Scouts representing 
eight Winchester and Woburn troops removed 
31 truckloads of trash from the Aberjona 
River during last Saturday’s cleanup. 

Seventy scouts in canoes hauled tires, oil 
drums, shopping carts, auto gas tanks, lawn 
mowers, dead animals and beer cans by the 
hundreds from the river while 40 "bank 
beavers” scoured the shores loading debris 
into burlap bags. Adults and older scouts 
brought the total number of workers to 190. 

The dead animals picked out of the river 
included mice and rats and a 50-pound dog. 

No one seemed to mind gray skies, chilling 
rain or canoe upsets as they threaded their 
way through deeps and shallows, waterfalls 
and portages, dumping trash at seven dump 
points along the four-mile course. 

A snack stand at Cross street and chuck- 
wagon at Wedgemere Station amply warmed 
the wet and cheered the weary. 

Seven hundred candy bars helped fuel the 
boys' efforts. In addition, 350 bags of potato 
chips, 500 cans of soda, G5 pounds of ham- 
brugers, 150 hot dogs and innumerable 
gallons of coffee and hot chocolate were 
consumed during the day’s work. 

Businesses which gave food discounts for 
the cleanup included Purity Supreme, 
Woburn Beverage Center, Hood Co., Cain's 
Potato Chips and Kendall Confectionery Co. 
in Arlington. 

Rolls were bought at the Wonder Bread 
discount store in Woburn. A meat distributor 
provided meat at a discount. 

Financial contributions to the cleanup 
were made by Aberjona Auto Parts Co., 
Diamond Antenna Co., Swift Edible Oil Co,, 
Winchester Carton Corp and the En Ka 
Society. 

The Winchester Park Department assisted 
in moving and setting up the chuckwagon and 
provided two trucks for hauling trash from 
the dumping stations, 

Further assistance was provided by the 
Winchester Highway Department, which sent 
one truck, and the Woburn Highway 
Department, which sent two trucks and a 
loader to help remove the debris collected. 

The Winchester Fire Department provided 
assistance with defining canoes at the end of 
the day.

A Proposal 

Abolish Board Of Selectmen 

By Arthur MacDonncll 

The Winchester Board of Selectmen cannot survive the twentieth century. It is, 
in fact,an anachronism, a branch of government more suitable to the days when 
people walked to work and died in the same town they grew up in. It is quaint but 
the town can no longer afford its antiquity. 

The world has grown in complexity since the board was established and issues 
coming before the selectmen are far too complicated to be decided by five men 
who meet once a week for several hours, five men who don’t work in the town and, 
depending on who is sitting in a particular year, may not know the town very well. 

It is no reflection on the men who currently sit on the board that the board is not 
able to function very efficiently. The selectmen are victims of overlapping 
authority, undefined responsibility, miniscule power and edicts from Beacon Hill 
and Capitol Hill which make the job of a selectman today far too complicated to be 
left in the hands of part-time people who lack any kind of training in government 
operation. 

The present board may never put those thoughts into words, But their proof lies 
in the ever increasing number of committees the board appoints. They have so 
many committees to advise them on various town matters that they cannot keep 
them straight, They even have more than one committee to advise them on the 
same problem. 

So the board recognizes at least indirectly that it cannot function without a

great deal of information coming in from outside sources. The board is the weakest 
spoke in the wheel of government in Winchester and its fragility threatens the 
stability of the entire government. The system of checks and balances requires 
some sort of a board of selectmen under our present form of government. 

A Charter Commission sitting these days is examining the government of 
Winchester with a view toward recommending changes to the voters. One change 
it should seriously consider is abolishing the Board of Selectmen. 

State law is fairly lenient about the extent of a charter commission recom¬ 
mendations. The commission has the prerogative to suggest a change in form or 
even a combination of forms. The question, of course, that must be answered next 
is what will take the place of a board of selectmen? 

The town desperately needs a full-time official who has enough responsibility to 
make the day-to-day decisions necessary to make the town operate. The present 
selectmen’s executive secretary has virtually no power and all matters must be 
referred to the board as a whole, a board which doesn’t know how to deal with the 
pressing matters before it and instead of making decisions passes its business off 
to other boards and committees. 

Abolish the Board of Selectmen, replace it with a full-time chief executive who 
has broad responsibility but responsibility that is clearly spelled out in detail. To 
prevent the chief executive— and you can title him what you will, mayor, ad¬ 
ministrator, manager, czar—from overstepping his charter-defined duties, have 
him report to a committee made up of the chairmen of other town committees. 

The chairmen of Finance, School, Public Works (presuming a public works 
committee is created, Planning Board and other top elected boards could meet 
regularly with the chief executive to give him direction. This chief executive 
committee should consist of representatives from a few alreadly existing elected 
boards. Tocreate another committee to look after the chief executive would result 
in duplication and would result in loo many elected positions. There are already so 
many elected positions in Winchester that the voters are hopelessly in the dark 
about most of the candidates.

Town Meeting Rejects 
Committee Compromise

The Winchester town meeting approved a 
final budget of $6,911,708 last Thursday, 
standing firm to cut the school department’s 
$7.1 million budget by $200,000. 

The vote of 102 against an increase, 84 for 
came after two hours of discussion on an 
amendment introduced by School Committee 
member Stephen Parkhurst requesting 
restoration of $115,144 of the $ 200,000 
previously cut. 

Parkhurst was attempting to restore 
$84,000. 

Parkhurst gave a history of 1974-75 fiscal 
budget reductions "up to now." Originally the 
School Department asked for $7,564,600. After 
review by the committee and the Finance 
Committee, the budget request was cut to 
$7,301,000. On March 31, the budget was 
further cut to $7,111,000. On April H the 
Winchester town meeting honed the figure to 
$6,911,000. 

"There Is no fat left in this budget," said 
Parkhurst. He went on to list places in the 
school program which would be affected 
here." 

Another loss will be cutting out a junior 
high teacher aide. "We felt we were not up to 
standard last year which you supported," 
therefore teacher aides at McCall will be 
retained. He noted thal part-time teacher 
aides arc "money better spent than per¬ 
manent personnel” because they can reach 
more students. 

One-third of the extra-curricular program 
and a teacher at the high school will be other 
losses; there will be a 10 percent reduction in 
allocation for substitute teachers; and all 
field trips except Winchester Trails programs

Town meeting last Thursday approved 
spending $110,205 for school athletics and 
rejected an amendment which would have 
Increased this amount to $150,717 to pay for 
new programs at the junior high level, 
Speaking for the School Committee, 
Richard Pharo explained new programs 
would include soccer at both junior highs; 
swim teams for both boys and girls; and field 
hockey, basketball and softball for girls. 

Emphasizing the lack of sports programs 
for girls in the past and the School Com¬ 
mittee’s desire to make up (hat loss, Pharo 
referred to Chapter 622 which prohibits 
discrimination of opportunity in public 
schools. 

The law states: "Every child shall have a 
right to attend the public schools of the town 
where he actually resides, subject to the 
following section. No child shall be excluded 
from or discriminated against in admission to 
a public school of any town, or in obtaining the 
advantages, privileges und courses of study 
of such public school on uccount of race, 
color, sex, religion or national origin.” 

John Duffy of the Winchester Youth Soccer 
program gave figures showing that soccer 
has been growing in popularity. Six years ago 
70 boys played soccer; last year there were 
400. 

Of the 144 teams in the area soccer league, 
Winchester has four. "These programs are 
not affiliated with the Winchester schools,” 
Duffy suid. Seventy girls have signed up for 
soccer, Duffy noted, 

Duffy said soccer Is "a low cost sport,” 
After an initial cost of about $1,500 for 
equipment, the annual budget would run 
about $300, he said. 

The chief advantage of soccer, according 
to Pharo and Duffy, is that the number of 
pupils who will be able to participate is 
maximal. "Kids are not cut from teams in 
soccer. All kids will gel to play," said TMM 
Justin M. James of Prcc. 5 who supported the 
amendment. 

Park Commission chairman Albert 
MacDonncll, who said he was all for soccer, 
asked if "arrangements were made for (use 
of) fields" which he said are "loaded right 
now." 

Later, when Park Commission member 
William Ryerson of Prec, 6 asked the same 
question and said Leonard Field is in poor 
condition because of cleats from soccer 
playing, Duffy pointed out that the youth 
soccer teams have not used Leonard Field. 
He called the field "a bed of clay” and said 
you can't grow grass in clay.” 

Finance Committeeman Karl J Hirshman 
asked why the "great rush in the junior high 
level” and younger. “Kids left to their own 
devices can organize their own athletics and 
probably have more fun.” 

Finance Committee chariman James B. L. 
Lane called "soccer a fine sport," but noted 
the committee was not in favor of the 
amendment "Rather than more money,” 
said Lane, "rearrange programs wilh 
resources available.” 

The amendment for the additional funds 
was voted down by voice decision. 

Pharo told the assembly that if the money 
were not appropriated for the additional 
athletic programs, the total athletic schedule 
would have to be restructured to include 
programs for girls due to the required im¬ 
plementation of Chapter 622. 


will go. Parkhurst said. 

He said $10,001) will be taken from tutorial 
services under Chapter 766, the new law 
providing education for children with special 
needs. 

Finally. Parkhurst said, roof and gutter 
work at the Parkhurst School of $22,900, will 
have to be poslponed for another year. 

In the two-hour discussion, Finance 
Committee member Sally Kincaid favored 
reducing the School Department budget by 
$200,000. Bui Mrs, Kincaid denounced the 
School Committee’s decision to cut school 
programs which effect pupils rather than 
administrative personnel and secretarial and 
custodial services. 

Mrs. Kincaid charged thal the School 
Committee should carefully scrutinize the 
need for all administrative personnel, She 
credited the committee for combining two 
former positions into the present director of 
library services post, but suggested other 
areas to reduce costs. 

Throughout all of the pre-town meeting 
sessions with the School Committee, Mrs, 
Kincaid said, the Finance Committee sup¬ 
ported programs under Chapter 766. “Why 
did the School Committee cut into this 
program? This should have been the last to be 
cut," Mrs, Kincaid said. 

TMM Arthur ]lewis of Prec. l said: "Why 
do they (School Committee) - tuke it from 
those who need it most?" 

Mrs. Kincaid noted that the Winchester 
School Department has a $25 million plant 
"that must be maintained.” Town meeting 
has "made poor judgments in the past and 
must make up for mistakes" suid Mrs. 
Kincaid who questioned reducing the 
maintenance portion of the school budget. 

Mrs, Kincaid challenged the School 
Committee to "vote your budget If the school 
programs will he hurt." Then if "you lose it 
becomes a matter for others to challenge,” 

Some of the questions asked of Parkhurst 
concerned collective bargaining statutes 
related to class sizes, the possibility of school 
principals teaching and teacher salary in¬ 
creases. 

Parkhurst responded: The law Is not 
specific about class sizes bill suggests an 
average of 16 students for industrial arts 
classes; 25for academic subject classes, and 
1 H for non-acndemfcnlly oriented students in 
ncudemic subjects. 

There is nothing that says a principal 
cannot teach, and salary increases not finally 
negotiated can be upwards of one percent. 

TMM William R. Zettler, Prec. 4, said he 
fell "disdoin thal professional men and 
women are dictating from u union." He said 
he didn’t feel teachers "had the right to 
establish a workload.” that the class size and 
plant has nothing to do with "quality 
education.” 

Zettler warned the assembly, "We are in 
the midst of a national trend toward cen¬ 
tralized education.” He projected a lime in 
the future when a national union "could 
cripple the country.” It is lime, he said, for 
citizens “to join forces in opposition,” 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall informed 
town meeeting that any 10 taxpuyers may 
petition for restoration of cuts. In Win¬ 
chester’s history, this has never happened.

Court Action 
Considered 


The Winchester School Committee has * 
been meeting in closed sessions this week to 
consider what to do about the town meeting's 
cut of $200,000 from the $6,911,708 school 
budget. 

According to coinmitteemun Stephen 
Parkhurst, principal spokesman on the school 
budget, the closed sessions are justified since 
job positions may be discussed as the School 
Committee considers possibilities of action. 

When they haven’t been discussing the 
school budget, the closed sessions have been 
to talk about “collective bargaining," 
Parkhurst said. 

When The Star talked with Parkhurst on 
Tuesday he said the committee would meet 
later the same evening to continue budget 
talk. The committee expected to hear from 
Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald, who 
was looking into ways the School Department 
might live within the town meeting approved 
budget. 

One of the "obvious areas to look at,” said 
Parkhurst is the possible effect of eliminating 
some administrative, secretarial or custodial 
personnel as suggested by Sally Kincaid of 
the Finance Committee at the recent town 
meeting. 

Two other possibilities include: 
eliminating or lessening particular school 
programs and personnel such as part-time 
teacher aides or take legul action against the 
town meeting (this could be initiated by 10 
taxpuyers through petition) claiming that 
additional funds are necessary to provide 
adequate education to all students in ac¬ 
cordance with Chapter 622, 

At the Thursday session of town meeting, 
when Parkhurst was unsuccessful in rein¬ 
stating $115,144, he said the School Committee 
did not want to go to court and therefore was 
trying to compromise, Going to court is now 
one of the committee’s considerations for 
action, said Parkhurst. 

Parkhurst noted there is a possibility the 
state legislature "may defer” im¬ 
plementation of Chapter 766 by 
municipalities. 

Chapter’ 766 is a new law requiring 
municipalities to provide education for 
children wilh special needs such as learning 
or developmental disabilities by the fall of 
1974. 

If the action to allow deference goes 
through, there is a potential savings in

‘Dollar Checkoff Law’ 


The League of Women Voters’ voter in¬ 
formation phone is open to inquiries of 
citizens who have questions. 

A recent question was “Is it time to pay 
properly taxes again’’ I just paid them last 
October and now I’ve received another hill." 

To this inquiry the voter information 
phone replied, “Yes. it is time to pay again. If 
your bill is not paid by May 1, 1974, it will lie 
subject to interest charges.” 

Further, the VIP said: “This bill covers a 
six-month period and will complete the 
changeover being made by all cities and 
towns to conform to tile Commonwealth's 
fiscal year which starts July l and ends the 
following June 31). From now on. taxes may be 
paid twice a year instead of annually. 

‘‘There is another tax hill earning along 
soon but it needn’t be paid immediately,” VIP 
said. “The assessors must mail a full year’s 
tax bill for the coming fiscal year July 1 to 
June 30, 1975 to all properly owners by June 
15. This bill may be paid in two semi-annual 
installments the first due by November 1 , the 
second by May 1. 1975. That's the way it will 
be thereafter—one bill a year that can be paid 
in semi-annual installments in November and 
May.” 

“If I check off that $1 contribution for the 
presidential election campaign fund on my 
income tax form, what happens to it?” asked 
a puzzled taxpayer. The voter information 
phone of the I>eague of Women Voters did a 
great deal of research to come up with the 
answer. 

The dollar checkoff law is the popular 


name of the Presidential Election Campaign 
Fund Act of 1971 which allows individuals to 
designate $1 of their income tax to the 
presidential election campaign fund tor $2 on 
joint returns), beginning with the 1972 tax 
year. 

The money thus designated accumulates 

year by year in the campaign fund in the U.S. 
treasury and will he distributed to eligible 
candidates for the presidency in 1976.

Recreation Committee Getting Scared? 


The Recreation Committee has sent to all 
town meeting members a letter In regard to 
Article 32 to be voted at the annual town 
meeting now in session. 

The letter is accompanied by a list ot 
Recreation activities. “It is our hope that this 
information will help in your consideration of 
Article 32 al the next annual town meeting,” 
the letter concludes. 

Article 32 would abolish the committee and 
place its duties under the Park Commission. 
The article was sponsored by Robert P. 
Joyce, elected to the Park Commission in the 
March annual election. 

“The recreation Committee believes that 
the town can best be served by a Recreation 
Department which is'a separate and in¬ 
dependent entity,” the letter reads. 

“We offer the following lists of different 
programs and activities that have been 
initiated since the Recreation Department’s 
inception and it is our hope that this in¬ 
formation...," 

The activities include such things as 
playgrounds, riflery, Easter egg hunt, 
lacrosse, concerts and special trips: 
Longwood Tennis Club, Salem Willows, 
Franklin Park Zoo, Ice Follies. 

Cmsr. Joyce, who received a copy of 
Recreation’s letter and lists, said he has 
further plans in relation to the article but he 
won’t say what they are. 

Probably the best thing the meeting could 
do would be to refer Article 32 to the Charter 
Commission. There is merit in consolidating 
Park and Recreation in order to reduce 
duplication. But the two boards — one elec¬ 
ted, the other appointed — should probably be 
merged into some kind of overall public 
works commission. 

The Recreation Committee must be 
running scared to go to such pains as to 
communicate directly with each town 
meeting member in defense of its work. The 
committee may be trying to overcome the 
adverse publicity it received when the winter 
programs were cut short because the 
Recreation Department ran out of money. 
But it shouldn't be too worried. Town meeting 
won't likely eliminate it without careful 
study. 

After all, the committee was established in 
1966 only after lengthy study. 

The Park Commission Tuesday night 
informally indicated it does not support 
Article 32. Or, as the commission stated, “it 
wishes to take no action in relation to Article 
32.”

We are all so relieved that the Vietnam 
War is over, even though we lost again, as in 
Korea, and we weep for those 50,000 men who 
died there. 

But we should be glad that 25,000 were not 
girls as they would have been if the so-called 
Equal Rights Amendment had been ratified 
10 years ago.

‘Worst Ever’ 
Solon Calls 
Committee 


Sen Ronald MacKenzic (R-Rurlington) 
railed the Boston School Committee "the 
worst school committee of any community" 
he has ever heard of. 

MacKenzic was speaking at a luncheon 
meeting of the Winchester League of Women 
Voters last Friday at First Congregational 
Church. Re was referring specifically to the 
school committee’s stance on busing. 

'The Boston School Committee has been 
absolutely derelict over the Inst decade." 
Mackenzie said. Southern communities have 
done more to achieve harmonious in¬ 
tegration. he indicated. 

The Boston School Committee could have 
done a lot to achieve peaceful integration 
through busing. MacKenzic said. The 
Burlington Republican said thnt the busing 
needed to integrate Boston’s public schools is 
not a "massive" operation, involving only 30 
percent of the students of the city. 

A member of the audience attending the 
league's annual legislative luncheon 
suggested one way to achieve quality schools 
in black areas of the city would be to "put the 
screws on the teachers." 

By this she meant force teachers to move 
around. The questioner, Ruann Warford. said 
the experiment worked in her home town in 
Kentucky. 

OTHER TOPICS 

Sen. Mackenzie, guest speaker at the 
luncheon, touched on a number of other topics 
during his brief remarks. Among them was 
the death penality bill vetoed last week by 
Gov. Sargent and upheld by the Semite. The 
bill before the legislature "went way too far," 
Mackenzie said. "1 am not one who ever said 
I could never vote for the death penally ..." 
For example, if eight persons robbed a store 
and a guard was shot by one of them, under 
the Massachusetts death penalty proposal, all 
eight would be put to death. 

"Most people say they don’t care; you vote 
for this and take care of the details later." 
Mackenzie said people have told him. 

On such emotional issues as the death 
penalty, people line up on opposite sides and 
it's "difficult for legislators to judge the issue 
on its merits." 

KAUAI. IMBALANCE 

Another issue that provokes emotions is 
the racial imbalance law, Mackenzie said 
"Right away people call up from the suburbs 
and say we don’t want busing.” They say they 
don’t want their children to get up an hour 
earlier when what they mean is they "don’t 
want blacks.” 

"No niggers here,” signs have appeared 
on the doors at South Boston High School, 
Mackenzie said. "There are going to be some 
problems when busing comes in next year.” 

But. he said, the racial imbalance law 
shouldn't be repealed. Instead, the two groups 
on opposite sides of the fence should get 
together. "It can work” he said, noting that 
most U.S. school children are bused.

Corrections Cmsr. Hail 
Cites Recividism Goals 
In Talk To Tri dubs 


Francis Hall, commissioner of corrections 
for Massachusetts, was guest speaker at the 
1974 Tri-Club meeting of service clubs of 
Winchester recently at the Winchester Elks 
Club. 

Nearly 100 Jaycees. Kiwanians, Lions and 
Kolttrians and their guests attended the 
annual joint meeting, hosted this year by the 
Kiwanis Club 

Mali’s program included a slide presen¬ 
tation focusing on the department's 
dedication to rehabilitate prisoners hither 
than just incarcerate them 

Upon his arrival into the Commonwealth's 
prison system in 1973. Mail’s first objective 
was to organize and improve the daily 
operations of the departmcnl hy using the 
experience of present personnel and set up 
direct lines of communication with the 
legislature. Once done. Hall sel his sights on 
the principle goal—to keep released prisoners 
from returning to prison through 
rehabilitation. 

According to Hal). 70 percent of released 
convicts return to prison within 18 months. 
This high failure rale is due to antiquated 
ideas and operations of penal systems. 

Bridgewater, over ton years old. had been 
considered obsolete as early as the turn of the 
century, as pointed out in the slide presen¬ 
tation. Walpole was referred to as a 
warehouse for humans with littered corridors 
and poor food. 

The past budgets reflect these conditions 
with only 10 percent going to maintenenee. 


In addition, the past attitude of 
rehabilitation was to train inmates to ru.i the 
prison laundry or make license (dales, which 
is an illegal occupation outside of prison. 

Rehabilitation, taking a back seat in 
prison administration, is further emphasized 
by (lie fad that 7 percent of the budget was 
allocated to it. as also stated in the slide 
presentation. Therefore, the department now 
screens prisoners as to who should be kept in 
prison and who should be rehabilitated and 
released. 

Prisoners are rehabilitated in levels from 
total confinement to minimum security in¬ 
stitutions. during which, they are actually 
trained in skills that they can use in finding 
jobs in the outside world. Hall said. 

The slide presentation referred to work 
release programs where prisoners improve 
skills and earn an income which is used to 
defray prison costs, support families, and pay 
taxes. Other prisoners improve their 
education within the prison, or are allowed to 
attend courses outside. 

The furlough program has been instituted 
for inmates who have responded to the 
rehabilitation program with an unbelievable 
success rale of 9B.9 percent prisoners 
returning after the furlough is up. Finally, 
hall-way houses have been used as the final 
step in allowing the inmate to re adjust to the 
world outside of prison 

Hall stated that $10,000 per inmate has 
been spent in Massachusetts iu the past, while 
the operation of a half-way house costs only 
$ 2 , 000 .

Dr. Michael Murphy, staff member of the 
new psychiatric uni I at Cheat Hospital, 
Woburn, began his lecture at the Winchester 
Visiting Nurses Association hoard meeting 
recently by slating ihai mental health and 
physical health are slowly coming together. 

Murphy, in reviewing mentul illness, said 
that in the early 1 HIIO's a general hospital was 
used for general health problems. Slowly the 
mental hospitals were established as dum¬ 
ping grounds for human beings who did not fit 
into existing social patterns. Me staled: In the 
years 1811-45 hospitals such as McLean were 
semi private and had overall programs 
similar to Ihe short-term units used today at 
Choate and Massachusetts General Hospital. 

These programs were run by ministers 
and physicians. The length of the stay 
averaged three weeks and included oc¬ 
cupational therapy and self-help groups. 

In Murphy noted, progress in mental 
hospitals stopped and general hospitals were 
no longer used because by IHfif) mental illness 
was thought to be incurable. 

In 1%0, attention was drawn to the crisis in

the cities caused by the new. destitute alien 
population which brought massive social 
problems. During 1860-90, it took an average 
of live years to cure a patient instead of the 
three week average in 1844. 

This continued in many centers. Dr. 
Murphy said, until 1954. when the medication 
thora/.ine was discovered. A final 
breakthrough came in 1962 when President 
John Kennedy pushed through Congress a 
mental care policy which provided prevention 
service to curable patients. 

Massachusetts, Murphy told his audience, 
is backward in the field of mental health, 
ranking 49th in the country. He said the last 10 
years have brought numerous changes in 
mental health programs. 

The Choate Hospital’s psychiatric unit is 
an excellent example because it allows a 
person hospitalization without being 
stigmatized, he said. There is no 
discrimination because of income. 

The medical setting assures a patient he is 
curable and helps overcome two problems- 
loneliness and isolation Most important to 
the patient is the follow-up with after-care. 

Murphy stated that the unit is basically 
run on common sense with patients meeting 
voluntarily to share experiences in in¬ 
teraction groups and following up with 
progress reports. Today the average stay is 17 
days. 

Murphy, a former resident of Dublin, 
attended medical school in Ireland. He has 
worked in Canada and was court psychiatrist 
in Lowell for five years. He holds a master’s 
degree from Harvard and is studying for his 
doctorate. He leaches psychiatry at 
Massachusetts General Hospital.

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Task Force Will Be Action 
Group To Improve Center 


"Traffic is a major problem " 

"The town of Winchester nerds a public 
lavatory in the center for mothers and 
children. 

"Wo need to provide incentives for 
developers and land owners.” 

"Fires are the cheapest urban renewal." 

These are statements made at the initial 
meeting of a task force looking into 
rehabilitating Winchester Center Tuesday 
night >n the selectmen’s office. 

Chaired by Selectman Lawrence Smith, 
the committee consists of Nancy Dressier, 
Jack Chile! nnd Richard Murphy of the 
Winchester Business Association: Michael 
Boodakinn of the Planning Board; James 
Dwineli of the Architectural Review Com¬ 
mittee; and Carl Hagge. member at large 
appointed by the selectmen. 

The meeting led off with Smith asking 
committee members to present their views of 
the center and to focus on an action role which 
they, as individuals, might play as the 
commit lee seeks information with an ob¬ 
jective to revitalize the center. 

Murphy, who identified himself as one in 
real estate, said “Downtown is archaic," and 
that parking is sometimes an excuse for the 
center condition hut “it is not entirely valid " 

Murphy said “We're kidding ourselves if 
we think owners are going to rip down 
buildings” and pay lor units without profit 
"Some beautiful developer is not going to 
come in and save Winchester. Let's he 
practical," lie said. 

Smith responded "I hear you saying we 
need to provide incentives lo developers nnd 
land owners." 

Murphy added: 'K very time they 
(developers) come to the well they see rancid 
water and don't want it " lie also noted “fires 
are the cheapest urban renewal." 

Joking ilagge said “Mavlu we ought to 
organize an arson squad." 

Continuing ilagge pointed nut his eon 
vie I ion that “Winchester has all of the 
necessary resources to solve its problems.” 
He suggested the com mi I lee try lo he “a 
catalyst for an action plan which will en¬ 
courage townspeople to patronize local 
businesses.” 

Hagge said the committee should seek to 
“come up with a good plnn” which can he 
taken to town meeting. 

Smith agreed noting that Winchester's 
present town meeting is “sophisticated and 
one requiring answers." With a good plan. 
Smith said he would not he hesitant to go to 
town meeting for funding. 

Chit el reported his observations from a 
retail point of view, lie said he has seen 
pattern changes over the years. Winchester 
used to he “a shopping center.” Now people 
come to Winchester Center “to huy a specific 
item.”

Chitel calls consumer traffic a major 
problem Murphy gave a possible solution 
using a sticker system which would allow 
residents to park at no cost and out-of-towners 
to pay. 

Boodakian said the Planning Board is 
looking into acquiring MIX' property in the 
Wedgemere Station area for additional 
parking of about fit) cars. But at Wedgemere 
there is “a problem of vandalism." he said. 

Chitel also brought up the subject or poor- 
corn mu ni cal ions among those who have been 
talking about improving the center over the 
past few years. 

The assembly agreed with Smith that the 
committee needs to reach out “beyond WBA 
to gel a good feeling among all merchants." 

Hagge said "We need lo know about the 
problems of all merchants. We need to start in 
an orderly way and see what requirements 
are wanted by all rather than seek out 
solutions." 

Chitel. who has been actively working 
through WBA ror improvements in the center, 
suggested that a “fresh objective is needed." 
pointing out that WBA has been too close for 
too long. 

Murphy agreed saying “WBA can easily 
become locked in with views becoming 
narrower ” 

Dwineli said he has observed “a lack of 
magnetism on the part of (he business 
community." 

On the subject of providing incentives to 
developers Boodakian suggested the com¬ 
mittee check with assessors for ideas. 

Ms. Dressier, president of the WBA. 
suggested that a current “facelifting" in the 
center continue and called for sidewalks 
containing potholes he replaced with new 
sidewalks featuring planters and bike racks 

She mentioned a flag museum, which may 
he established on Main street hcncalh 
Brighams, as a potential “lure to bring people 
to the town." 

Judy Mugar, who identified herself as a 
mother, consumer, and real estate broker, 
said mothers “would like to have a place 
downtown to lake Sonny to potty." 

Other drawbacks to ihe center, according 
to Ms. Mugar is Ihe lack of a good restaurant 
with a liquor license, and places where 
"affluent youths" in Winchester can spend 
money lor sports equipment and clothing 
when they are off campus. 

Ilagge pointed to an additional problem; 
“Noone knows what the future will hold" and 
some are apparently waiting to be the last 
holdouts. He said he feels removal from the 
horizon of "all pies in the sky" will be a step 
forward. 

Another suggestion by some of the task 
force members was to establish a Chamber of 
Commerce which might implement a project 
of renewal.

Mcmbersof the chief executive committee should be elected officials rather 
than appointed to prevent any internal self protection. Their power should be 
limited and ultimately, of course, both the committee and the executive would be 
subservient to the town meeting. 

Under this system the work of the town meeting might be speeded since the 
mayor or whatever he would be called would have a reservoir of information about 
t*wn issues He would have the responsibility and the means to gather it. 

The system would end the ridiculous operetta entanglements between various 
town boards because one board doesn't know—and doesn't care—what the other is 
doing. “What will Finance do?” the selectmen are often asking each other long 
after Finance has decided what it will do. 

But there is no system in the present town government for Finance to inform 
the selectmen, nor the selectmen Finance. With a chief executive responsible to a 
committee made up of the chairmen, or representatives, of top elected boards that 
problem would be eliminated entirely. There would be a natural route of com¬ 
munication and an established means of working together. 

Too often in Winchester government boards and committees work in¬ 
dependently of each other, resulting in duplication and thus higher taxes. A chief 
executive form of government would go a long way toward eliminating that. But as 
part of an executive form, many of the town's small boards and committees would 
have to be eliminated. 

Some of the more obvious are the Personnel Board. Water and Sewer Board, 
Board of Park Commissioners, Recreation Committee, Cemetery Commission, 
Board of Health, Commissioners of Trust Funds and Trustees of the Public 
Library. All of these boards operate in the dark, far removed from any kind of 
public scrutiny. 

Most residents, in fact, don't know what these boards do and who serves on 
them, Their consolidation into one elected board would make them visible to the 
public (and presumably responsible to the public) and less costly to the town. 

This proposal as presented here may not be in perfect form, Certainly there are 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, of details to be worked out. But at least in substance 
it would go a long way toward making the government of Winchester ready for the 
next century rather than a muddled left over from the last.

Cherry Sheet Indicates 
Decrease In Tax Rate

The Winchester tax rate is expected to be 
reduced 40 to 50 cents according to in¬ 
formation given on the cherry sheet sent to 
the Board of • Assessors from the 
Massachusetts Dept, of Corporations and 
Taxation. 

Cherry sheets advise each Massachusetts 
municipality how much they will receive 
from the state in local aid and how much they 
will owe the slate for services provided. 

The sheets get their name from the pink 
color of paper on which they are printed. 
Speaking of the color, town comptroller 
James Costello says “you can’t lose them in a 
pile of papers.” 

George Louis Andersen, chairman of the 
Board of Assessors, told The Star that a quick 
review of the sheets indicates the town will 
get nearly $290,000 more this year. This in¬ 
crease will benefit the town by about 41 cents 
on the tax fate. 

Andersen said the Board of Assessors this 
week has been busy interviewing candidates 
for an opening on the board, They expect to 
name a member later this week and then get 
on to the cherry sheet business. 

Meanwhile, Costello, who was given a copy 
of the cherry sheet by the Board of Assessors 
for review and analysis, has studied the 
report and told The Star the tax decrease will 
be closer to 50 cents, 

Costello said all tax rates are based on 
estimates. The estimated return to Win¬ 
chester is $281,121. This is the difference 
between the estimated tax rate for fiscnl year 
1975 and actual checks the state sent the town 
during calendar 1973. 

Costello explained the fiscal 1975 estimate 
covers 12 months beginning July, 1974. He 
noted the six month period from January to 
June, 1974, has been excluded from the 
estimate. 

Costello said Winchester's estimated 1974 
return of $1,804,000 consists of three ports: 

First there is money reimbursed for 
programs which the state is obliged by law to 
provide such as school building assistance, 
transportation, regular school aid and 
veterans' benefits. 

Next, there are distribution programs 
where the state collects money which is 
returned to municipalities according to

certain formulae such as special education 
aid. 

Lastly, there are what Costello calls 
“agency accounts” where the state collects 
funds and returns revenue to the towns and 
cities. Examples he cited are the state lottery 
and gasoline taxes used for highway pur¬ 
poses 

In the report of the Finance Committee to 
the annual town meeting, page 52, Costello 
noted that Winchester was expected to be 
charged $1,430,000 for MDC water, 
assessments (state, county, MBTA, MDC 
parks, MDC sewer) and adjustment for 
previous years. 

The same report gives estimated receipts 
from the state and appropriations balances in 
the amount of $1,573,000. 

According to the cherry sheets the 
estimated receipts to Winchester will be 
$l ,787,000, or an increase of $214,000, or a net 
increase of $100,000. All of this boils down to 
an estimated 50 cent decrease in the tax, 
Costello said. 

The final lax rale will be determined by 
the Winchester town meeting, Costello noted.

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Meeting Authorizes Contract For New Incinerator 


Town meeting Monday granted the Board 
of Selectmen authority to negotiate for 
building a new incinerator, a project expected 
to cost $550,000 

The selectmen indicated they will seek a 
contract with Resource Systems, Inc .(USD 
of Newton to erect a five-burner facility near 
the present incinerator off Swonton street. 

Final approval of a new incinerator is 
contingent on several things: favorable 
rezoning and bonding from town meeting, 
completion of leasing arrangements with RSI 
and successful contract negotiations. Several 
serious legal questions remain to he an¬ 
swered. 

Prescntsslhinking is to ask a subsequent 
‘own meeting to allow the town to bond the 
incinerator over the next five years, paying 
about $100,000 a year raised through taxes. 

The present incinerator, built in 1962, fails 
to meet state and federal air emission 
guidelines and has been subject of a court suit 
ordering the town to comply. 

Winchester is still paying for the present 
incinerator at the rate of $ 20,000 a year until 
1980 Cost of that facility was ssoo’ooo. 

Discussion on the incinerator article took 
up the night's entire business Monday, lasting 
more than three hours. In the end the meeting 
gave the nod to the selectmen’s request with 
what appeared to he a single dissenting vote. 

The contract proposed between RSI and 
the town contains 40 articles. Selectmen John 
J, Sullivan read many of them, which include 
a $1 lease arrangement, full insurance 
coverage by RSI, training of four town em¬ 
ployees to lake over operation in case of 
default or strike, proper bonding, a labor 
escalation clause and a tonnage charge. 

Winchester will pay $13.52 a ton for rub 
bish burned at the incinerator, if the town 


fails to burn 300 tons a week, it will have to 
pay as if it did. . In such a circumstance, 
Sullivan said, Ihc town will contract for out- 
of-town trash. 

The town would sign a five-year contract 
with ItSI with an option to buy the incinerator 
after five years. The contractor would pay 
taxes under the agreement. 

Town Meeting Member ITMM) Carl W. 
Itngge of Prec. 5 asked why the town should 
contract for the incinerator and not build and 
run the facility itself. 

Sullivan explained that RSI, unlike a town, 
can sel up a limited dividend corporation 
under federal law and write off the $654,(too 
investment in machinery aTter five years. 
The federal government, in effect, subsidizes 
private operation of incinerators, Sullivan 
said. 

The “starved air” method of incineration 
was the cheapest of four possible solutions to 
the Winchester problem. The others were 
rebuilding, haul out of town and turnkey, as 
outlined by Vartkes K. Karaian, chairman of 
the Waste Disposal Study Committee. 

In urging the meeting to approve the RSI 
method, Karaian said he was not wielding a 
stick hut noted thut in some communities the 
attorney general was investigating in¬ 
cinerators' failure to meet pollution stan¬ 
dards 

TMM Arthur flewis of Prec. 1 warned 
about negotiation rnthcr than bidding, "Many 
school committees would like us to cir¬ 
cumvent the public bidding laws.” Town 
counsel Douglas Randall said (he town would 
not be setting a precedent on negotiation 
rather than bidding. 

Since RSI and Winchester will seek a court 
decision on the legality of the proposed 
contract, then “the court is merely deewnring 


what the law is.” Randall said, “If the court 
says no bidding is required." 

Randall said he was certain if the court 
approves the negotiation, the decision will be 
applicable only in cases where Winchester 
builds incinerators. 

Selectman Sullivan said 12 or 13 town 
employees would be transferred from the 
present incinerator to other town depart¬ 
ments, The School Department and other 


departments have been asked to hold open 
jobs for these men 

The incinerator will probably be run by 
gas under present thinking. 

Completion of the incinerator article 
ended the special town meeting called within 
the annual meeting, The annual reconvened 
last night. Wednesday, at the old high school. 
(A report on that meeting will appear in next 
week's Star,)

A public hearing on legislation designed to 
give property tax relief to low and moderate 
income citizens, of concern to Winchester’s 
senior citizens, wilt be held Tuesday at 11 
a.m. in Gardner Auditorium in the State 
House. 

The bill, called a Circuit Breaker because 
it relieves a tax overload through a system of 
state tax credits or tax rebates, would provide 
refunds to renters and property owners of 
property lax payments which exceed a fair 
percent of their incomes. 

Similar legislation has been passed in 19 
states in an effort to relieve the tax burden on 
those least able to bear it. 

In endorsing the proposed bill, Charles 
Yorke, president of the Winchester Seniors 
Association stated, “The senior citizens of 
Winchester, more than 70 percent of whom 
are property bwners and have lived here over 
20 years, have conlribuled to the growth of 
their town and the country and are proud of 
what has been accomplished. 

They are willing to pay fair taxes to 
continue that work, but believe Ihc property 
tax structure must be reformed so that it does 
not penalize the elderly and the low and 
middle income citizen. 

“In a time of crippling inflation, elderly 
people living on fixed incomes simply cannot 
afford to pay a large share of that income in 
property taxes.

TO THE COMMUNITY

In these columns I have tried to show that the In¬ 
dependent community bank, a bank like Suburban 
National Bank has a role lo play in Its community 
which cannot be matched by any large city branch. 

I have heard arguments that the larger city bank 
can offer our customers more effective service, simply 
because It Is larger. It has been suggested that a 
branch—ora bank which Is part of a huldlng company- 
-ean do more for all its customers, more for Its state 
economy, than the Independent. 

Let me say right now that this just Isn't so, And that 
isn’t just my opinion; some pretty well-informed 
people have come lo the same conclusion. 

Frankly, there are some things that the big city 
bank with Its billions in assets can do better. They can 
serve General Motors much better than Suburban 
National Bank could, at leust when it comes to multi- 
million dollar lines of credit. They can conduct over¬ 
seas operations better (although we can and do offer 
overseas operations to our customers through our 
correspondent banks). 

But they cannot In any way offer better service to 
our own business customers, or to our individual 
customers. To support this contention, let's cite an 
expert or two: 

Frank Wllle is chairman of the board of directors of 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, the 
Federal government agency which Insures bank 
deposits and supervises the nation's state chartered 
banks. Wllle has no ax to grind; he Is in charge of all 
banks, big and small. He says “It does not appear to be 
the case that significant economies of scale can be 
realized once a bank reaches the size of S20-S25 million 
In deposits," when serving retail customers. 

That menus, firstly, that we can and do provide as 
good a service, and secondly, that we can make as 
good a profit for our own stockholders on these 
operations as the billion dollar Institution. 

Another expert, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
I’nlladelphla, In a recent study concluded that ex¬ 
panded branching of banks wllhln a state has no effect 
on the growth of the state. Further, the study shows 
that there would be no cost difference in such a system- 
-cosls to the customer would be the same. 

Of course that's true-the Interest rate pattern of the 
nation Is largely set by the larger banks, and when 
rates go up, they generally go up In the cities first. So 
how can the larger bank offer lesB costly service to its 
customers? It can't. 

The larger bank does n fine Job for the nation, when 
itcomes to International business, when It comes to the 
GM's of this world. But for Winchester and for all the 
other smaller towns and cities of this country the 
locally-owned bank, whatever Its size, does Just as 
good a job as one In a big city (as far as price Is con¬ 
cerned, or range of Bervlce ) and a better one as far as 
the personal touch 1 b concerned. 
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Low, Middle Income 

Housing Need Put At 1,139 Units 


Winchester has a total housing need of 
1,139 units, which ranks about average for 
this area, according to the state’s Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs (DCA). 

Required to fulfill Winchester’s low and 
moderale income housing need are the 
following: 

—161 units of elderly housing; 

—675 units of housing for families or other 
"mixed” use. 

According to a spokesman for DCA, these 
figures place the housing situation in Win¬ 
chester at about an average level for 
Metropolitan Boston. 

But, the spokesman emphasized, “the 
average in Ihe state is not good.” He said: 
"For a suburban community of that 
population (22,000) you are about average. 
There is a clear need for housing there.” 

DCA indicated that the Winchester figures 
show a larger percentage need for family 
housing than in most communities in 
Massachusetts. 

In this area, DCA estimated the following 
low and moderate income housing needs: 


Woburn, 1,878 
Wilmington. 706 
Wellesley, 1,381 
Medford, 4,176 
Wakefield, 1,401 
Stoneham, 1,169 


Lexington, 1,300 
Burlington, 629 
Arlington, 3,859 
Belmont, 2,035 
Lincoln, 311 
Malden, 4,336 


The figures compiled by Community 
Affairs range from a high estimated need of 
81,119 units In Boston to a low of 114 units in 
Bolton. Total need of low and moderate in¬ 
come units in the area was figured at 228,039. 

Some 400,000 Massachusetts households, 
nearly one of every four families, need some 
form of housing, rental or mortgage 
assistance, according to the report. 


The ”1974 Report on Housing Needs and 
Programs.” result of three years’ work by 
DCA's office of program development, lists 
specific housing needs for the state’s 351 cities 
and towns. 

The report finds the present housing 
supply inadequate when compared with the 
enormous demand among low and moderate 
income families for decent and affordable 
shelter, according to MacDonald Barr, 
Coordinator of DCA's office of program 
development. 

While the report predicts the state can 
provide for an additional 28,900 subsidized 
housing units by the end of the decade, it will 
not be able to meet the demands for some 
400,000 units, The crisis is further com¬ 
plicated by the Federal moratorium on 
housing, the effects of which could continue 
until as late as 1978, Community Affairs in¬ 
dicated. 

DCA Commissioner Lewis S. W. Crampton 
said that the report will lead to a shift in 
direction in the State's housing policies, with 
greater emphasis on rental assistance for 
low-income families existing in privately 
owned housing. 

Acquisition and rehabilitation of existing 
housing will be given greater emphasis 

The study found that 71 percent of the 
400,000 households in need could best be 
served by rent or mortgage supplement. The 
remaining 29 percent ore in need of 
rehabilitated or newly constructed units. 

The figures in the 225-page report are 
based on information gathered in the 1970 
U.S. Census. 

The major area of need was found to be 
low-income, non-elderly families. Only 14 
percent of all households needing assistance 
were of moderate income. 

The report determined that 56 percent of 
all households needing assistance were 
families, while the remaining 44 percent were 
elderly. 

DCA shifted in the past two years from 
emphasizing construction of housing for the 


elderly to family housing. According to 
Crampton, "We will further intensify our 
efforts in that direction. We have ac¬ 
complished a great deal, but we have a very 
long way to go."

Scheduled 

An open School Committee meeting has 
been scheduled for Wednesday at the (new) 
Lincoln School at 7:45 p.m. The meeting was 
announced by Stephen Parkhurst at a recent 
session of the annual town meeting. 

Purpose of the meeting is to attempt to 
resolve a disagreement existing between the 
town meeting and the School Committee on 
the amount to be budgeted for schools for the 
next fiscal year. 

The School Committee statement relayed 
their belief that the budget "could not be cut 
further without the danger of damaging the 
education given the town’s children." Their 
request has been cut $200,000 from an original 
budget of $7,026,852. The town meeting voted 
a school budget of $6,911,708. The committee 
hopes to answer any questions town meeting 
members may have about budget details and 
to listen to suggestions and concerns. 

Parkhurst mentioned the recognition by 
the School Committee of the need to curtail 
expenditures this year and the seriousness 
with which the School Committee views the 
present impasse.” 

He also spoke of the intention of the 
committee to “move toward a budget format 
that would be more easily understood and to 
survey the whole town next year to learn what 
is desired in school programs.' 1

State and Winchester police conducted a 
gaming raid last Thursday afternoon on 
Washington street, arresting a 56-year-old 
resident. 

Robert Humphrey of 246 Washington 
street was arrested at his home shortly after 1 
p.m. He was charged with setting up and 
promoting a lottery and pleaded innocent in 
Woburn District Court. 

He was released in his own custory for 
trial August 1. 

A second Winchester case involving a 
gaming charge, that of the arrest last July of 
a Hemingway street man, was recently 
continued at Woburn District Court for trial 
May 8. 

The more recent case involved two 
months’ surveillance, according to Lt. 
William Haggerty, who investigated along 
with Sgt. Roland Roy and two officers from 
the state police. All four conducted the raid 
armed with a search warrant. 

Lt. Haggerty said a large number of 
gaming slips, about $500 in cash, racing and 
booking sheets and a telephone were seized. 
Humphrey was arraigned that afternoon. 

OTHER CASES 

Winchester police last Thursday also In¬ 
vestigated a disturbance, resulting in the 
arrest of a 27-year-old Winchester man on a 
charge of idle and disorderly conduct. 

The police reported the following: On Main 
street in Woburn, in front of Winchester Auto 
Parts, one motorist reportedly cut in front of 
another. This occurred near the Winchester 
line at 4:30 p.m, 

The driver who was cut off followed the 
other car into Winchester and down Main 


street to the lights at Lake street, in front of 
Haggerty Rambler, 730 Main street. The 
traffic lights stopped both cars. 

The police report continued that the man 
who had been cut off jumped out of his car and 
went up to the car in front, opening the door 
and dragging the driver out, identified by the 
police as a Winchester man in his 20s. 

The police said a fight ensued and the man 
who had been cut off was arrested and locked 
up. He is a resident of Richardson street, they 
said. 

STREAKER 

There has been one report of streaking In 
town since a rash of streakers two weeks ago. 
The latest case was reported last Thursday at 
10 p.m. by a resident of Ginn road. 

The resident telephoned the station to 
complain his children had been subject to 
viewing streakers in the area.

This decision, according to committeeman 
Stephen Parkhurst, who addressed the lawn 
meeting on Wednesday, came after "two 
lengthy” executive sessions of the committee 
as members tried "to figure out what steps to 
take.” 

The executive sessions followed a town 
meeting vote to reduce the school budget by 
$200,000 resulting In a final total of $6,911,708, 
and a later decision by town meeting to reject 
reinstatement of $118,144 of (he $ 200 , 000 . 

Parkhurst said quality education for 
Winchester youths is the chief reason for 
pushing for the additional money. 

Addressing the town meeting, he noted the 
School Committee M cut and cut the budget 
before going to town meeting and "despite 
having the support of selectmen and Finance 
Committee” Ihe town meeting chose to 
reduce the budget even more. "But when are 
we going to initiate new programs and ex¬ 
pand?” Parkhurst asked. 

About reducing administrative, custodial 
and secretarial personnel, he asked: "But 
which ones?" 

Parkhurst said a letter hse been drafted to 
go to the attorney general, who "will In¬ 
vestigate” before a suit would be initiated. 

He noted the School Committee "has not 
sought out 10 taxpayers." Town counsel 
Douglas Randall informed town meeting at 
un earlier scssloh (hat any 10 taxpayers could 
petition for restoration of budget cuts. This 
has never been done in Winchester's history. 

Parkhurst, at town meeting, said the letter 
to the attorney general could be withdrawn if 


the budget were increased. On that note, the 
town meeting groaned. 

In his final remarks Parkhurst said the 
School Committee understands the tone of 
town meeting to "curtail spending” and 
"plans to reexamine and review productivity 
of people." 

He said one of (he lint jobs (or , Jack 
Fallon, recently named assistant superin¬ 
tendent for administrative services, is "to 
streamline things In an organizational sen¬ 
se.” Parkhurst said. "We recognize the 
frustration you feel and we feel ourselves.” 

Other plans include reinstating a School 
Committee newsletter, working in a collec¬ 
tive way with other communities and holding 
an informal meeting to discuss the school 
budget. This latter hearing will be held next 
Wednesday at the new Lincoln School at 7:45 
p.m 

Parkhurst said the School Committee is 
"really asking for a year’s study." He said 
"we cannot operate without the cooperation 
of town meeting and the townspeople." 

He said maybe a special town meeting will 
help us work out this problem, or a referen¬ 
dum, He emphasized the School Committee 
"will resort to legal means only if we have no 
other choice. It Is not in the interest of the 
5,400 children” we have to educate, he said. 

Following the town meeting recess, School 
Committeechairmun Harriet Dieterich asked 
to have the school budget reconsidered. Town 
moderator Kenney said this would be "held in 
abeyance," He explained that recon¬ 
sideration of a budget must be requested 
within a week after vote.

Winchester’s million dollar playing field 
area is rapidly developing into a million 
dollar white elephant. 

The vast acreage across the Boston & 
Maine tracks connected with the main high 
school area by a tunnel has proved to be 
nothing but a source of continuous trouble 
since Us "completion.” 

Shortly after the new school building was 
occupied over three years ago Coach Manny 
Marshall and several others walked over the 
fields and commented that the surface had 
sunk in many places and that glass and shells 
were working through the surface loam from 
the filled section below. 


The contractors, however, assured the 
school authorities that when the work was 
officially complete there would be no 
problem. 

Back in the days when the building of the 
school and the field was a matter of major 
controversy, TMM Arthur Hewis referred to 
the land as Hewis’s Swamp.” 

Monster piles of gravel were placed on the 
site of the building itself, piles were driven, 
and the school built. What the future holds 
will only be determined by the passing of the 
years. 

There was no such great dispersion of 
gravel on the playing area, and it now ap¬ 
pears from the way the land is settling that 
gravel was only placed under the drainage 
pipes. The entire terrain was always rumored 
to be "bottomless” and "full of quick sand.” 

A previous attempt at having an athletic 
field on the site resulted in nothing but muddy 
conditions in the period between the moving 
of Manchester Field from'its former location 
to the present one. 

Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald 
talked early this week with Nicholas Luongo, 
plant supervisor for his department, and the 
latter has arranged with Herbert Mullen of 
the Park Deptartment to have the sweeper go 
there tomorrow if the surface has dried 
sufficiently.

Town moderator Raymond Kenney ac¬ 
cepted a motion from TMM John Twomey of 
Free. 2 last Wednesday night to reconsider 
Ihe school athletics budget. . 

This does not mean that reconsideration is 
presently on the town meeting agenda, but 
does pave the way for reconsideration at a 
later date which in turn might provide for new 
athletic programs at the junior high level and 
keep Winchester’s school ice hockey 
program 

At the April 4 session of town meeting, the 
voters approved spending $110,205 for school 
athletics. With the same vote they rejected an 
amendment to increase this amount to 
$150,717 to pay for new programs at the junior 
highs, most significant of which would be the 
addition of field hockey, basketball and 
softball for girls. 

Speaking for the School Committee, 
Richard Pharo emphasized the lack of 
programs for girls and the committee's 
desire to make up that loss He referred to 
Chapter 622 which prohibits discrimination of 
opportunity according to sex in public 
schools. 

Pharo warned the town meeting voters If 
the additional funds were not appropriated, 
the total athletic schedule would have to be 
restructured as the committee tried to im¬ 
plement Chapter 622. 

The following week, committeeman 
Stephen Parkhurst said that restructuring 
could eliminate the entire ice hockey 
program. 


He explains the ice hockey program could 
be the first to go because it Is "one of the most 
expensive" when it comes to "cost per 
student." 

Also, he said, "we pay substantial costs for 
outside facilities" such as icc time on rinks.

High School Is Granted 10-Year Accreditation 


Winchester High school was recently 
granted a 10-year period of accreditation by 
the Commission of Accreditation for the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 

According to high school principal Vincent 
E. Larocco, 10 years is ihe longest period of 
accreditation allowed and has been reserved 
for schools which arc considered to be ex¬ 
ceptional in the various areas evaluated, 
The process of evaluation began in Sep¬ 
tember of 1973with committees comprised of 
facility, administration, students and parents 
doing a self-evaluation of the school based on 
criteria found in “Evaluative Criteria - 
National Study of Secondary Schools." 

With the completion of the self-study, a 


group of 28 educators visited the Winchester 
High School for three and one-half days in 
November 

According to Larocco, at that time the 
visiting committee used the self-study 
materials, visitations and meetings with 
parents, studenls, faculty and School Com¬ 
mittee members to ascertain the validity of 
the self-evaluation. 

Their findings were then reported to the 
Commission or Accreditation. 

Briefly. Winchester High School wus 
commended for a well-qualified staff; on 
extremely friendly and helpful student body; 
com muni 11 support as shown by the facility 
and the material and equipment available; 


ami the excellence of the program provided 
for the academic students. 

Recommendations were as follows: l. To 
maintain good communications with the 
community so that the level of community 
support continues; 

2, Provide stronger and more adequate 
programs for the student who is not interested 
in post high school education; 

3. Establish a committee of parent^, 
students and faculty to set up priorities of the 
report and aid in overseeing their im¬ 
plementation. 

Larocco points out that this third 
recommendation has already been executed 
and the committee has met once with another 


meeting scheduled for May. 

It is Ihe obligation of the high school ad¬ 
ministration to send written reports to the 
New England Association at the end of two 
years and again after five years. These 
reports must indicate progress made on the 
visiting committee’s specific recom¬ 
mendations. Larocco points out that monies 
appropriated at the recent special town 
meeting and some job revisions have already 
taken care of 11 specific recommendations. 

The high school administration will also 
report any important and negative program 
changes to the Association This is in case the 
change may affect the accreditation. 

Two complete copies of the accreditation 
report arc on file In the Winchester Public 
Library for use by the general public.

Town Can Be Proud 
Of Its High School 

Kill TO H OF Till: STAR: 

I have rend with considerable interest 
editorial comments and letters to the editor 
regarding certain problems at the new senior 
high school. My interest stems from the fact 
that 1 was closely involved in the project rrom 
its inception 

One of the first tasks assigned to me when 
I became assistant superintendent of schools 
was the writing of a set of educational 
specifications for the new senior high school 
that would be acceptable to the building 
committee Following their acceptance I was 
assigned to work with the architect ami the 
building committee in designing the building, 
in following through on its ennstruelion and. 
finally, the purchasing of its furnishings and 
equipment 

Based upon extensive experienee in school 
design and construction, the new Winchester 
High School is in my opinion an excellent 
school building It is serving today’s students 
extremely well and has the inherent 
flexibility to adapt to the changes in 
educational methods and practices that will 
inevitably occur in the years to come The 
recent 10 year accreditation by the New 
England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools attests to the quality of the 
school and llieediiealion.il program it houses 

Certain problems have indeed arisen in 
connection with the build mg and its grounds 
However, there arc no more problems than in 
other schools of its size and in public buildings 
generally constructed under the somewhat 
restrictive bidding laws of the slate of 
Massachusetts. These problems will be 
resolved in time 

The question lias been raised as to whether 
this was the wrong location in which to build 
the school Perhaps this is the time to remind 
your readers that the site was voted by the 
town meeting. None of the building com¬ 
mittees or school committees which worked 
on the project, nor school administrator 
recommended this site 

The recommended site was the so-called 
Turkey Ridge location on the west side of 
lown. To be sure, both locations presented 
problems Turkey Ridge had areas of ledge 
and areas of wetland and was far from being 
J» perfect site However, its size, nearly twice 
■that of shore rood, offered greater freedom in 
"locating the heavy building structures on 
good bearing soil 

II is dooblAo/ that during the IHGO's any 
Suburban community could have found even 
Co acres of vacant prime land upon which to 
locate a school. Prime land had already been 
buill upon, and what was left was invariably 
marginal, and in some cases, sub-marginal. 

The Shore road site presented serious 
problems and was the most difficult one on 
which I have ever worked. To begin with, the 
tract was bisected by the main line of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. Also, the Aberjona 
River flowed through that part of the railroad 
tracks, tin* only area large enough for the 
physical education playfields. This 
necessitated putting the river underground in 
three six-foot concrete pipes, and then tun¬ 
neling under the railroad so as to provide 
access from the buildings to the playfields 

Subsoil conditions were such that all 
building structures had to he on pilings, the 
median length of which is in excess of 711 feel 
This, of course, included pilings under the 
pipes which now contain the river. In passing, 
it might he of interest to know that the longest 
piling ever driven at that time on the eastern 
seaboard somewhat over 250 led in length 

was driven on the Shore road site. This was 
in connection with the railroad overpass when 
the grade crossing in Winchester Square was 
eliminated in the mid ’50s. 

To those who may be fearful that the 
buildings will settle, may we offer some 
reassurance. The building structure and the 
supporting pilings were designed by one of the 
most able engineering firms in the country 
with a vast experience in problems of this 
nature Practically all of the Back Bay of 
Boston is filled land and most of its buildings, 
therefore, are on piling structures 

One of the factors given a good deal of 
consideration by I he town meeting in its 
decision to build at Shore road was that of 
centrality. A central location is important in a 
community which extends over a large area 
Newton, for instance, located ils two high 
schools centrally; one in the northern part 
and the other in the southern part of this 
rather large city. Similarly. Framingham 
with its nearly 50 square miles of area, has 
two senior high schools, each fairly centrally 
located to serve its attendance district. I am 
not sure what centrality really means in a 
town whose total area is less than seven 
square miles 

In view of the soil conditions, the advice of 
the expert consultants was to bring the play 
fields up to a rough or sub-grade with fill of 
the least possible weight so as to minimize the 
inevitable settling. The decision was made, 
therefore, to use refuse from the town in¬ 
cinerator, over which there was then graded 
the top surface of loam Despite this the fields 
have settled, ns the consultants advised that 
they would. And they will continue to settle 
unevenly and will require filling and 
regrading for some years to come. 

The townspeople wanted this school buill 
on Shore road, a decision they of course had 
every right to make. However, it should be 
pointed out that the town paid a premium for 
this location in site preparation costs And it 
is inevitable that it will continue to pay in 
costs of maintenance. 

In my opinion, the town has a senior high 
school plant of which it can be justly proud 
And may I, as a resident and former school 
administrator, take this occasion to say that I 
feel the town owes a vote of gratitude to the 


innembers ol the planning and building 
committees who unselfishly devoted 
thousands of hours to bring this outstanding 
school to fruit ion. II was a distinct pleasure 
and privilege to have* had the opportunities ol 
working with these people over the past eight 
years.

What A Housing Authority Is 


Winchester’s Housing Authority has been 
in Hie news recently. The newly opened 52- 
unit Palmer street housing project for low 
income elderly and a proposal for a second 
such project of 60 uniu on the former Lincoln 
School site have focused new attention on the 
WHA 

In 1970. under the enabling legislation, 
Chapter 121B. the authority was created by 
town meeting vote after a 1969 study had 
reviewed the need. WHA was specifically

charged with “provision of housing for 
elderly persons of low income." 

The 215 housing authorities in 
Massachusetts are public bodies subject to 
state authority under the Department of 
Community Affairs. They are not town or city 
committees or boards. The towns and cities 
cannot be held responsible for housing 
authority contracts. 

Funds are obtained by issuing notes on 
bonds backed by the state, which pays the 
interest and amortization. In addition the 
state contributes if rental income does not 
cover operating expenses. 

Housing authorities may receive loans, 
grants and contributions from the federal 
government or any other source, public or 
private. 


The law requires that all the members of 
the Housing Authority be residents of the 
community. Four are elected by the town; 
one is appointed by the governor, The terms 
are for five years. 

Winchester’s members are Mary E. 
Murphy, chairman (term expires 1975); 
Charles T. Doucette Jr. (1976); Ralph M. 
Atkinson (1977); John L. Doherty (1978); 
Charles W. Craven, state designee (1978). 
Clara Hewis was employed in 1973 as 
executive director by the Housing Authority. 

The Palmer street project was built under 
the provisions of Chapter 667, enacted in 1954, 
as amended in 1970 by Chapter 812. The state 
required that 5 percent of the units be built for 
handicapped persons. It also sets guidelines 
for the selection of tenants. 

Under state law a housing authority is 
authorized to develop housing for low-income 
families and elderly, to build, buy, own and 
lease private housing using state and federal 
subsidies. The-authority may be given or may 
purchase town-owned or private properties in 
order lo provide decent safe and sanitary 
housing within a community. 

Although people often associate housing 
authorities with huge public housing projects 
seen in urban areas, in actual fact many 
housing authorities are in less populated 
communities, and their projects are 
relatively small and on scattered sites. 

Our state has been outstanding in 
providing attractive low-density public 
housing. Massachusetts is also unique in the 
country in building more housing under the 
stale lhan under the federal programs. To 
date for low-income elderly we have built 
14,000 units; 10.000 are in the planning stage.

Not Being Used 
At Voke School 

At Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Voocational School, 
Wakefield, where Winchester 
students participate, high 
school graduates from the 12 - 
communitv district take a two- 
year course in computer 
programming and often have 
jobs waiting for them before 
graduating. 

Students are trained in all 
phases of data processing, 
including unit records, com¬ 
puter operation and advanced 
programming. They are 
required to complete ac¬ 
counting, business law, 
statistics. systems and 
procedures and technical 
writing. 

Northeast students begin 
job-interviewing in their fresh¬ 
man year, and continue 
through high school until 
placement. Counseling is given 
on applying for temporary 
parttime employment during 
high school. 

William Coutanehe. 
placement counselor, says 
"...getting a job in the 
vocational area for which a 
graduate is trained is of 
primary importance, no 
matter what the location." 

He noted there are many 
companies in the 12 - 
community district unaware of 
the skilled labor resources of 
the vocational school.

Resident Lists 
‘Real Reasons 
For Oil Lack 

A Winchester spokesman for 
the Massachusetts Petroleum 
Council claimed this week that 
the current energy problem 
"will never be solved” until 
four "myths” are exploded: 
that oil companies have con¬ 
trived to create the energy 
shortage; that they are making 
exorbitant profits; that they 
failed to warn the public; and 
that the U.S. may run out of 
petroleum. 

Speaking before the Mar¬ 
blehead Rotary Club, Ralph P. 
Smith Jr. of 15 Pilgrim dr. said, 
"There's not a shred of 
evidence to support the con¬ 
trivance charge. Yet it has 
been repeated so often that it 
has gained a seeming 
credibility.” 

He said the immediate, 
critical shortage is the result of 
the Arab embargo and "no one 
in his right mind” would 
contend that the oil companies 
contrived that. 

Smith, Massachusetts 
district manager for Sun Oil 
Co..listed some "real” reasons 
for the shortage, “none of 
them the result of oil company 
action: the long delay in 
starting the trans-Alaska 
pipeline; the moratorium on 
drilling in the Santa Barbara 
channel, and delays in granting 
leases in the Gulf of Mexico; 
regulations artificially con¬ 
trolling the field price of 
natural gas, and application of 
price regulations to crude oil; 
record-breaking sales of new 
cars with gasoline-consuming 
optional equipment, and 
emission control devices.” 

Smith answered the 
"exorbitant profits” charge by 
noting that, although 1973 
figures indicate a gain over 
1972 for the industry, profits, as 
a percentage of net worth, 
"were at a 10 year low in 1972. 
Thus, 1973 barely brings the 
industry back to levels of 
previous years,” he said, "and 
this level Is still quite a bit 
below the average of other 
manufacturing industries.” 

As for the third myth, Smith 
contended that the shortage did 
not develop suddenly. Although 
it became critical in a hurry 
because of the Arab embargo, 
he said, "it has been 
developing for 20 years, and 
during that time the petroleum 
Industry has consistently 
issued warnings. 

“The U.S. is not running out 
of oil and gas. What we’re 
running out of is available 
supplies. The U.S. Geological 
Survey estimates the outer 
continental shelves of our 
nation contain almost twice as 
much crude oil, and more than 
double the amount of natural 
gas, produced in the U.S. from 
the start of the petrtoleum 
industry in 1859 through 1972. 

“For many years to come, 
the best and most efficient 
solution to our energy problem 
will be found in efforts to 
stimulate expansion of 
discovery and development of 
oil and natural gas in our own 
country, and off our own 
coaBts ”

But 
there is something about kneading dough on a 
board that releases frustrations. The end- 
product brown, crusty and beautiful 
satisfies the senses as well ns the palate. 

As with most things, the simplest is 
usually the best. The following classic recipe 
with few ingredients proved superior to other 
French and Italian breads we tried. (If you 
can improve upon this, wrile and tell us. We 
will print your recipe with your name — only 
if we find it better!) 

Italian Bread 

tt cups flour 

I Tablespoon salt 

l Tablespoon sugar 

1 pkg. yeast 

2 cups warm water 

Mix yeast in 1 cup of warm water. In large, 
warm bowl place 5*:► cups of the flour, sugar 
and salt. Stir to blend, Make a well in the 
center and pour in yeast mixture. Stir to 


blend, aau rest oj water, ana mix well. 

Now, use hands to knead dough in the bowl 
until all flour is worked in. Remove dough, 
wash bowl, dry and oil. Put dough back in 
howl, turning until oiled on all sides. Cover 
howl with clean cloth and place in warm oven 
(80 to 85 ) to rise. 

A pan of hot water on bottom of oven 
creates just about the right temperature. Let 
rise one hour or until doubled. Test if not sure 
by poking with finger about »V' into dough. If 
impression remains, it is doubled. Punch 
dough down in center with your first, and fold 
edges in. 

Turn out on lightly floured board and 
knead in about 1 * cup more flour. Knead well, 
about 5 minutes, or until dough is smooth and 
elastic. Now, divide in half. Roll each half into 
i\ 15 x 10 inch rectangle. 

Beginning at long side, roll tightly into 
long roll, tapering at ends, Place seam sides 
down on oiled cookie sheet. Brush loaves with 
oil all over, and cut three or four shallow 
diagonal slashes in their tops. Cover and let 
rise again until doubled. 

Bake in preheated 400 u oven 35 minutes or 
until golden brown, and when loaf sounds 
hollow when thumped on bottom. Remove to 
wire rack immediately. Brush top with 
butter. 

Voila! Your own beautiful bread — with 
wine, fresh fruit and cheese.

Niger. The villagers were paid lo construct 
eight-loot high stone dams at strategic places 
in dry riverbeds. When some sparse rains did 
fall, water was stored up, grass flourished 
near the banks, and food and water were thus 
provided for the villagers and their livestock.

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TM Supports Mental Health; 
Cuts Reserve Fund $20,000 


Town meeting approved a sum of $19,475 to 
pay for mental health services to residents 
through the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center. Lexington. 

According to Dr. Warren Taylor of the 
Winchester Board of Health, this amount 
includes a 5'a percent increase over last year. 
"This is a service the town cannot afford to do 
without." he said. 

Rev. Jack Zoerheide, pastor of the Win¬ 
chester Unitarian Church and member of the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Area Board, 
spoke of the increase as being one of "cost of 
living.” This includes postage, telephone, 
electricity and fuel projection of about 72 
percent. 

Zoerheide pointed to the center as having a 
15 percent increase in its caseload but. he 
said, the budget increase "is strictly cost of 
living." 

He listed new services being offered to 
Winchester residents through the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Center. Some of these 
include an 18-bed in-patient unit at Choate 
Hospital. Woburn; four area day care cen¬ 
ters : an adolescent refuge center to be opened 
soon; and a specisl grant which will permit 
training juvenile officers for local police 


School Lunch 

On a motion by School Committeeman 
Stephen Parkhurst. who said “the ending 
cash balance is expected to be $10,000 
higher.” the school lunch budget was reduced 
by $13,400. or a final total of $81,600 approved 
on a voice vote by town meeting. 

Recreation 

On a motion by TMM Arthur Hewis of 
Prec. l and seconded by Park Commissioner 
Robert Joyce, author of Article 32 in the 
present town warrant, town meeting voters 
favored postponing discussion of the 
recreation budget to the same time Article 32 
will be considered by the assembly. 

This motion was strongly opposed by 
Arthur Dunbar, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen. According to the way town 
moderator Raymond Kenney heard it, the 
motion did not carry on a voice vote. This was 
immediately challenged as members of the 
town meeting rose in objection, The standing 
votg was 83 for the motion, 58 against, 
Postponement of the recreation budget 
carried

In other matters, town meeting approved 
spending $277,722 for the public library:

Reserve Fund 

Over the objections of Selectman Dunbar 
who spoke of "too many unknowns especially 
in the winter season" and James B. L. Lane, 
chainnam of lhe Finance Committee, town 
meeting cut the reserve fund by $ 20,000 

Traditionally the reserve fund has always 
been $100,000. In anticipation of the new fiscal 
year and Ihe 18-month transition period, town 
meeting upped the reserve fund to $150,000 
last year. 

TMM Arthur Hewis asked the town 
meeting to reduce the reserve fund by $50,000 
because, as indicated in the Finance Com¬ 
mittee’s report to the town meeting, there is 
presently $80,459 unexpended monies in the 
reserve fund, 

After much discussion, town meeting 
members accepted a compromise motion by 
Michael Saraco, director of health, and ap¬ 
proved $130,000 for the reserve fund.

“The town 
should not pay for programs in which we are 
not participating,” he said. 

Donahoe said the apportionment to the 12 
towns in the Northeast system as it relates to 
the afternoon program is determined by the 
number of students in the morning or so- 
called “day” program. 

Besides Winchester the other towns in the 
region are Reading, North Reading, 
Wakefield, Melrose, Malden, Revere, 
Chelsea, Winlhrop, Stoneham. Saugus and 
Woburn. 

Apportionment was discussed when 
Donahoe referred to the Voke District School 
Committee’s recent meeting when a proposal 


was presented by a sub-committee but 
rejected because of opposition by Wakefield, 
Malden and Revere. 

Donahoe. recently elected vice-chairman 
of the Voke District School Committee, told 
the town meeting that whatever solution is 
reached there will likely be some litigation 
because it is difficult to please all of the towns 
involved. 

Donahoe gave an account of the Voke 
school budget request for $170,911 from 
Winchester. The increase, he said, is five 
percent for teacher salaries. 

He said there are six new positions created 
at the school, including a matron, maid and 
properly accountant He said he voted for 
three of the posts since each had been in¬ 
cluded in a negotiated contract with school 
personnel. 

Donahoe noted that $91,000 is returned to 
Winchester for participation in the regional 
program. But if House Bill 1321 is passed, he 
said, "we will not receive any reim¬ 
bursement.” This bill is sponsored by 
representatives from two towns not involved 
in a regional education program. 

There are 72 Winchester students at¬ 
tending the vocational school. Winchester has 
a full quota of 25 in grade 9; nine in grade 10; 


16 in grade 11; 12 In grade 12; and 10 in grade 
13. a post-graduate day program. 

TMM Arthur Hewis of Prec. 1 asked town 
meeting to approve the total budget. He 
favored waiting for the Voke District School 
Committee to come up with a solution lo 
inequalities in apportionment. 

Hewis challenged Winchester to "get into 
the program, take advantage of the programs 
at the school and get our fair share.” 

Hewis charged that the Winchester School 
Department has tried to “sabotage” the Voke 
program, He pointed to an open house at the 
Voke school which did not get announced 
locally until he (Hewis) went to the prin¬ 
cipals at the junior highs and urged them to 
publicize and generate enthusiasm. 

Hewis said in his effort lo encourage local 
educators to interest students in exploring 
benefits of the school, he offered to get 
transportion for the open house visit. 

Hewis said 85 percent of Winchester's 
students go on to higher education but “15 
percent are not reached.” 

He pointed to the Voke school’s “wide 
range of industrial arts programs" and said 
“we should take advantage of courses there. 
Don’t cut the money,” he urged the town 
meeting. The total $170,911 was approved.

Salary Reclassifications Voted 


Town meeting Tuesday night approved 
salary reclassification schedules for School 
Department personnel. 

The whopping vote in favor of the new 
classification schedule, which has the effect 
of granting sizeable salary increases to 
School Department secretaries, clerks and 
custodians, followed a lengthy debate. 

Many town meeting members spoke 
against the new salary structure during the 
debate. But when the time came to accept or 
reject the article in question, there were few 
dissenting votes. 

The meeting Tuesday night also approved 
budgets for Cemetery Department, funded 
debt, comptroller, election-registration, 
retirement and insurance budgets und in¬ 
terest on temporary loans. 

The meeting postponed action on town 
derk, legal und treasurer-collector. 

The legal budget contains u $5,000 raise for 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall, on the town 
payroll less than a year. His present salary is 
$13,000 . The raise for Randall was listed in 
the budget as $3,00(1 under “personal ser¬ 
vices” and $2,000 under “other.” 

The meeting put off action at the request of 
Town Meeting Member (TMM) Arthur 
Hewis. 

Hewis attempted to strike out a section of a 
new salary structure for the school personnel, 
recommended by the School Committee and 
Personnel Board. 

The new structure grants five lo seven 
percent raises to 50 percent of the personnel, 
according to TMM Robert C. Ericson, who 
said: “Just because a secretary Is working 
for someone making $25,000 to $34,000 a year 
doesn’t mean she is working harder than one 
working for someone making $15,000 to 
$ 22 , 000 ." 

TMM Robert C. Joyce asked the Personnel 
Board why two positions in the School 
Department were being raised so many steps. 
One was two steps und the other four, 
representing a $1,700 raise to the superin¬ 
tendent’s secretary. 

Personnel Board Chairman Robert 
Starrett defended the new structure. The two 
positions “were way out of line," he said, and 
a job evaluation study was done, recom¬ 
mending the new raises. 

Ericson asked why 50 percent of the 
personnel have already received six percent 
pay raises “in the middle of the year." 

School Committee member Mary Mears 
apologized for that. “We thought we were 
trying to be good managers," she said, adding 
that “we were so busy up there” they forgot. 

She said the personnel were given the 
raises beginning January of this year because 
to have waited until July would have meant 
some persons would have worked a year 
before receiving any Increase in benefits, 

The town counsel advised the meeting that 
the School Committee’s salary structure 


would remain in effect even if the meeting 
refused to approve it. 

TMM Clarence Borgaard called school 
committee autonomy “a Frankenstein 1 ’and 
likened town meeting attempts to deal with it 
ns “popping ut an armored vehicle with a BB 
gun.” 

Borgaard said, in addition, that school 
costs in Winchester are close to representing 
(15 percent of all the tax rate. 

TMM Patricia Wells of Prec. 3 defended 
the School Committee as "conservative” and 
said town meeting disapproval of the new 
salary structure would be “irresponsible.” 

There were few votes In favor of the 
amendment to reject the new structure and 
only four votes in favor of requiring a stan¬ 
ding vote on the Issue. 

The meeting then went on to postpone 
further action on the Personnel Board’s new 
managerial structure replacing the present 
step raises for town department heads and 
their assistants with merit increases. 

Personnel Chairman Starrett recom¬ 
mended one change from the original—that 
$1,000 be cut from the School Department’s 
plant supervisor maximum. 

Starrett said that (Nick Luongo) has been 
on the job only five months. “We're not saying 
anything about the man’s performance. But 
to move this fast would make a mockery of 
I he system. 

Luongo was assigned to a merit maximum 
by the School Committee—$19,000. 

Following Sturretl’s request to cut $1,000, 
TMM Hewis moved lo adjourn the town 
meeting “for obvious reasons,” meaning until 
the members are able to get information on 
other proposed merit hikes. The meeting went 
along with Hcwis’s motion and adjourned a 
few minutes before 11 p.m.

The statement insures that leaves of ab¬ 
sence for military training will be granted 
without sacrifice of vacation time, and that 
the ensuing agreement and resultant policies 
will be made throughout the organization. 

While the statement does not require 
employers to assure that employee par¬ 
ticipants in Guard and Reserve training do 
not suffer financial loss during training 
periods because of difference between 
military and civilian earnings, many em¬ 
ployers are paying the salary differences. 

National chairman, James M. Roche, 
points out that employer support is necessary 
because today’s total force for national 
security is represented by Active, Guard and 
Reserve Forces with the latter two ac¬ 
counting for about 30 percent of the total. 

’“However, this portion is maintained at 
about five percent of the defense budget," he 
explained, Putting it another way, he said, 
"five reservists can be maintained for the 
same cost as one member of the regular 
military."

Therefore, the committee, which would make 
the final decision, would consider keeping 
programs that can be held in school facilities 
and dropping those which must be held in 
outside facilities. Parkhurst noted that ice 
rinks cost about $60 per hour for a total of 
about 160 hours, amounting to $7,200. 

He said it is better to eliminate a total 
program than to cut into several and thereby 
“weaken" teams and ultimate performances. 

Why not football? 

Parkhurst acknowledged football is also 
an expensive sport, but said it is one “which 
enjoys revenue." 

He said, “It's not going to be an easy 
choice," referring to the restructuring 
process, The School Committee, after 
receiving input from various sources, will 
weigh up the alternatives and make a 
decision, Parkhurst said. 

Another criterion to be used in that 
determining where cuts can be made will be 
in answering this question: Are there outside- 
the-school opportunities for this or that sport 
for the youth of Winchester? If the answer is 
yes, that sport is more likely to be affected by 
a cut. Parkhurst said. 

Coaching Is another consideration. 
According to Parkhurst, contract 
negotiations do not provide for coaching 
stipends. Therefore, restructuring will affect 
coaching positions. 

Parkhurst explains the problem step by 
step. As money decreases, there are fewer

The Winchester firefighters union has 
launched an attack on the deaths of small 
children each year in house fires. 

A “lot finder” program, sponsored by 
Local 1564. uses a highly visible, reflective 
red and silver sticker to show firefighters 
where children are sleeping 

Union president Joseph Riga said 
firefighters lose valuable rescue time trying 
to find children who have become separated 
from their families in the confusion of a fire. 

"Fire is both an awesome and frightening 
experience for small children” he said. 

“Many firefighters have had the heart¬ 
breaking experience of finding a small child 
dead in his room because the child didn’t 
realize what fire does or doesn’t know how to 
get out of the house safely.” 

Children account for over one-third of the 
nation’s, fire deaths. 

In the confusion of a fire, families often 
become separated. Adults and older children 
know enough to get out of the house safely but 
younger children often become frightened 
and meet their deaths trying to hide from the 
fire in a closet or under a bed. 

The tot finder program is designed to help 
avert this tragedy. 

Winchester residents can get red tot finder 
decals for all of their children’s Itedrooms. 
The decals are visible during the day and arc 
reflective from a light source at night. 


The decal marks the location of a child’s 
room. Should a fire strike, the decal alerts 
Tiremen to check that room first for a possible 
trapped child. 

The weather-resistant sticker should be 
placed on the windows of children's rooms 
facing outside and at the bottom of Interior 
doors facing into the hallway. 

The Winchester firefighters’ union is 
providing the program free to all Winchester 
residents and picking up the cost of the 
program. 

Although the tot finder program is a 
valuable tool in helping to avoid children’s 
deaths in house fires, Riga said it doesn’t take 
the place of a rehearsed escape plan in ense of 
a fire. 

He said it is important for families to know 
what to do in case of a fire, “Children should 
he instructed about how to gel out of the house 
safely. 

“They should be told never to open a hall 
door without first feeling it to find out if the 
lire is in the hallway, and be taught how to 
crawl out of a smoke-filled house.”

The Board of Selectmen voted Monday to 
ask the state Civil Commission for an ex 
planation on ils delay in furnishing Win¬ 
chester with a list from which to choose 
eligible patrolmen. 

The request for the explanation came from 
Chief Edward F. Bowler, who in a letter said 
(he department was informed recently that it 
“would have to wail until a court ease 
regarding residential preference was seltleri” 
before receiving a list. 

“This evidently was a reference to the 
selectmen's option to the Civil Service 
Division indicating preference for Winchester 
residents on Police Department ap¬ 
pointments.” Bowler wrote. 

The court has ordered the commission to 
issue the lists, but. according to Bowler, the 
commission has still not sent them 
OTHER BUSINESS 

The selectmen this week also took up a 
number of other items, including an 
agreement to ask the management of Win¬ 
chester Theater to use “discretion” in 
booking movies Two complaints had been 
received of “filthy” movies playing at the 
theater. 

Sect. Edward Donnelly recommended to 
(he board that it request (own meeting ap¬ 
prove money for a full time veteran’s 
director. Chairman Arthur Dunbar said that 
if the present part-time director left, statute 
requires hiring a full time director 

The selectmen recently requested the town 
meeting to postpone action on the veteran s 
budget. It is still pending. 

Sect. Donnelly recommended to the 
selectmen that they approve an additional 
$17,815 in the current building department 
budget for implementation of the new zoning 
by-law. The attorney genera! approved the 
by-law and returned it to the town clerk 
March 29. 

Funds have been appropriated in the 
amount of $ 2,000 for preliminary im¬ 
plementation. Donnelly thinks another $17,815 
is needed: $13,632 for an assistant building 
commissioner, $4,000 for a senior records 
clerk and $800 for auto. 

The Finance Committee cut to $13,632 Us 
recommendation on assistant building 
commissioner. Donnelly recommends that 
the new assistant building commissioner 
perform the functions of zoning administrator 
under the direction of the building com¬ 
missioner, William B. MacDonald “If the 
incumbent’s (new assistant) work and 
background is satisfactory, it would be in¬ 
tended that he replace the present building 
commissioner upon the commissioner's 
retirement.” 

Donnelly said there are over 6,000 
residential properties in Winchester. "The 
most time consuming task for the zoning 
administrator in implementing the new 
zoning by-law will be to determine which 
residential properties will require a cer¬ 
tificate of non-conformance. “Once this

II appears that when the 
prcsenl building commissioner retires, other 
arrangements will have to be made to cover 
the duties of the inspector of wires and gas 
inspector perhaps through the employment of 
part-time inspectors.” 

MacDonald holds the gas and wire in¬ 
spector positions. 

“With the building commissioner relieved 
of these duties he may be able to enforce the 
zoning by law and building by-law even with 
the increased work involved.” Donnelly said. 
He then quoted from the by-law: 

"Every owner or occupant of a non¬ 
conforming use shall be notified or ap¬ 
propriately advised by the zoning ad¬ 
ministrator within three months of the ef¬ 
fective date of this by-law, or as promptly 
thereafter as is practicable...” 

Donnelly said those provisions do not 
apply to “non-conforming lots or structures.” 

The selectmen were informed by the slate 
Department of Public Utilities that Swamp- 
scot I *s proposed legislation to permit il to 
acquire public utilities is unnecessary. The 
department said Swumpscott’s proposal is 
possibly “confiscatory since...the town or city 
... would set Ihe price that would be paid 
without the concurrence of the utility ” 

Selectmen Lawrence T. Smith 
congratulated the board on refusing to take 
action l wo weeks ago on Swampscolt’s 
request for support on the legislation. Smith 
noted that the selectmen are often criticized 
for being so slow, but this was one case where 
it paid off.

Full-Time Engineer 
Of Environment 

Massachusetts Institute of Technology has 
hired Carl VV. Hagge of Winchester as its first 
full-time environmental engineer to direct the 
school’s energy conservation program. 

Hagge received a bachelor of science 
degree in electrical engineering from MIT in 
1958 

He has done engineering work related to 
the space sciences for several organization 
and since October, 1970, has been self- 
employed in income property management 
and as a real estate broker. 

Hagge was an Alfred P. Sloan scholarship 
winner while at MIT 

He was employed at American Science 
and Engineering. Inc..of Cambridge, in 1970, 
as an electrical engineer, providing technical 
support for satellite Instrumentation designed 
and manufactured by the company for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration; at the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory, from 1959 to 1970, 
as project electrical engineer for a meteor 
research project and engineer in charge of a 
satellite tracking program engineering group 
and at Edgerton, Germeshousen and Grier, 
Inc., in 1957-58 as an engineering assistant. 

He was a second lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army signal corps from 1958-59.

paid by a grant from the Union Pacific 
Foundation. The grant was made to the 
school’s department of physical plant to help 
MIT and through MIT, other universities, to 
protect and add to financial resources by 
finding ways of limiting rising expenditures 
for energy. 

MIT put an energy conservation program 
into effect this school year after conducting a 
pilot program last summer. Officials believe 
thal savings of 20 percent or more are 
possible with stringent conservation 
measures. 

Thomas E. Shepherd Jr., superintendent 
of utilities, said that Hagge. one of the 35 
candidates for the post, will take over 
responsibility for the conservation program. 

“He will continue to survey the campus 
buildings to determine areas of possible 
economy in the use of energy, plan strategies 
and institue procedures to accomplish energy 
cost reductions and maintain the institute’s 
compliance with environmental 
requirements,” Shepherd said.

The Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School Committee met recently to 
discuss apportionment. 

Apportionment is the amount each of the 
12 towns participating in the regional 
educational system pay for educating 
enrolled residents. 

At the meeting a new formula was 
presented but rejected because of opposition 
by Malden, Wakefield and Revere. The school 
is located in Wakefield. 

According to Gerard Donahoe, vice- 
chairman of the Voke School District School 
Committee and Winchester’s representative 
lo the committee, the matter is now to be 
studied further by the school needs sub¬ 
committee. This group is expected to come 
forward next month with a new formula 
which may be more acceptable to all com¬ 
munities involved. 

Speaking to the Winchester town meeting 
last Wednesday, at which time the regional 
school budget was discussed. Donahoe in¬ 
dicated that whatever formula Is arrived at 
there will be “some litigation" to follow. 

At the Voke District School Committee 
meeting. Donahoe suggested a path to 
solution might be to have the town counsels of 
each of the 12 towns get together and come up 
with an equitable plan. But Anthony 
Moschella of Revere suggested this would 
lead to 12 different opinions from 12 lawyers. 

Further, Moschella felt that any com¬ 
munity’s request for an opinion should be 
honored. He was referring to Malden Mayor 
Walter Kelliher’s formal written legal opinion 
from the firm Sherin and Lodgen, which was 
approved by the School Needs sub-committee 
head Robert McCarthy of Chelsea. No one but 
Donahoe raised objections . He said he was 
against paying “high legal costs" for 
opinions. 

There appears to be a few problems in 
devising a formula, according to Donahoe. 

First there are about 50 percent non¬ 
residents involved in the school’s apprentice 
program who are at the school on state 
assignment. Apparently the state has a right 
to assign students from outside a region when 
a school is the only one offering a particular 
course of study. The state pays 50 percent 
reimbursement while the Voke school in turn 
bills the home towns of the non-residents of 
the district on a 50 cents an hour basis for 
tuition. Last year this amounted to $5,692. 

Another problem is the expense of post 
graduate courses in data processing and 
nursing and trade extension and trade 
preparatory courses. 

Finally, the question of the method to be 
used for apportioning fixed costs such as 
clock hours versus the more common method 
of salaries. 

There may be a major change in the 
school's avocational programs - putting them 
on a paying basis in the future. Currently 
there are $5 and $10 registration fees. 

Richard Morris, adult education head. 


indicated that the first year of evening school 
higher fees had been charged for some 
courses until he learned of a state law against 
anything over $ 10 . 

An attorney from Sherin and Lodgen said 
it was legal to charge additional laboratory 
fees to bring the program up to a paying 
basis, however no academic course could 
have a laboratory fee. 

Donahoe questioned whether the Voke 
school was duplicating some programs in 
nearby towns. Morris said the only 
duplication was in typing, shorthand and cake 
decorating. He noted no adult education 
program in the district communities had 
complained. 

Other evening school programs in trade 
extension and trade preparation cannot be 
put on a payiug basis because the cost would 
be exhorbitant, it was pointed out at the 
meeting. 

Moschella raised a question on the post 
graduate programs. He said he felt they were 
going beyond what was originally outlined by 
the contributing communities. He asked that 
this be looked into from a costs point of view. 

Wakefield's representative on the School 
Committee Philip McAuliffe was disturbed 
over the possibility that bus transportion 
might not be fully reimbursed by the state. 
From Wakefield’s position, be felt his town 
would be a loser because clock-hours would 
determine a share rather than mileage. 

Roscoe Irving, formerly of the Wakefield 
Finance Committee and a CPA, addressed 
the clockhour method as used in the Voke 
school and called it “not realistic.” He said 
the central costs of the school are concerned 
with people and that a salary basis is more 
commonly used than a clock-hour basis. 

Irving said there is no right way but he felt 
the evening school is bearing an unrestrained 
amount of fixed costs thus increasing the 
Wakefield cost under the various new for¬ 
mulas suggested. 

Wakefield had the largest delegation 
present of any of the 12 communities.

Dutch Drama Ballet Teacher 
Observes Creative Workshops

Free movement Is an exhilarating ex¬ 
perience that everyone can perform well. 

This observation is made by Mrs. Roosje 
Lampe of Holland who visited the home of 
Mrs. Mary Ann Vroman of 41 Brooks st. this 
past week. 

Mrs. Lampe came to New England to 
garner knowledge about free movement in 
drama. To gain this information she visited 
creative workshops in Winchester, Cam¬ 
bridge and Boston. 

A classical ballet teacher, Mrs. Lampe 
heads a school in Vootdorp, Holland, three 
miles outside of Delft. She had headed the' 
school of 125 pupils for eight years. Girls in 
her school range from age three to 17. 

Mrs. Lampe sympathizes with the 90 
percent of her students who cannot perform 
the intricate movements needed to execute 
classical ballet at an advanced level. She 
realizes that not everyone can participate in 
ballet outstandingly. 

To counter-balance this, she recognizes a 
need for improvisation. She feels it allows 
students who cannot handle the intricacy of 
ballet to do someting artistically self- 
satisfying. Oftentimes they are frustrated by 
their inability to perform. Mrs. Lampe 
believes, noting everyone can participate in 
improvisation and everyone has ability to do 
it well-from the oldest to the youngest. 

In Holland, according to Mrs. Lampe, 
there are few, if any such workshops in 
existence. She became extremely interested 
in creative workshops during her last visit to 
Massachusetts. 

In Winchester last week she visited 
Paulett Taggart's Sun-Where 74, an im- 
provisational theatre drama. Their 
production is a non-verbal account of a 
situation dealing with the energy crisis. The 
actors, who are children, begin as machines 
who create such a high level of disorder and 


noise that it is feared they will overpower 
human life. Consequently a power failure 
occurs, stopping the machines and rendering 
the humans helpless. 

Mys. Lampe looked at this program as 
“incredibly unbelievable" because of the free 
movements expressed by young children. In 
Holland, said Mrs. Lampe, children are not 
given the opportunity to express themselves 
through free movement, 

Mrs. Lampe also visited a drama 
workshop in Cambridge. She said she was 
astounded upon seeing the various im¬ 
plementations of African dance, jazz ballet 
and improvisation. 

Mrs. Lampe noted "it would be heavenly 
to become more involved with free 
movement." She would love to form her own 
"House of Joy.”

Chadwick 

Town meeting was a main concern of 
residents who gave suggestions to the Charter 
Commission at its open meeting last Wed 
nesday night. 

Fewer than 59 persons were at the 
meeting, the purpose of which, chairman 
Clara Hewis, said was to "determine the 
items for the commission to investigate.” 

Rep. Harrison Chadwick and Robert 
Grenzeback. chairman of the town govern¬ 
ment study committee, agreed that town 
meeting should be smaller and meet more 
often. 

Chadwick suggested no more than 100 
members, meeting quarterly or every other 
month. Disposing of six, eight or 10 articles of 
a warrant at these frequent meetings would 
shorten the annual one, he said. 

Robert Grenzeback said precinct meetings 
between town meeting w'ould slop decision 
making from being in the hands of "a very 
few." He noted the lack of "a responsible line 
of authority existing from town meeting to the 
operating level." 

Two persons opposed reducing the size of 
Town meeting. James Cullen of 82 Bacon st. 
said this may lead to a reduction in the cross- 
section of ideas. One-half might be “too 
vitally interested” in an item. Cullen, 
member of the 1949 committee to investigate 
the town’s defects, said. 

Sarah Cincolta of 9 Trinity rd. also liked 
the present size of town meeting and denied 
any apathy on the part of Winchester citizens. 
"When 200 come out for eight to 10 weeks a 
year it is not apathy." 

Several urged changes in the executive 
branch of town government. Margaretta 
Thuma, president of the League of Women 
Voters, said after a 10-year study the league 
determined the need for a town manager. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith urged a 
town manager form and asked the com¬ 
mission to consider such changes as abolition

the lack of a “concentrated administration." 
He urged the implementation of "one ad¬ 
ministrator with general supervision over 
operations of departments, and town meeting 
as the legislative arm." 

Irvin Waits man’s idea of organization was 
to "dissect the decision making process" into 
budgetary, regulatory and administrative. 

He said government should not be "self- 
perpetuating. Somethings in the government 
should automatically disappear when no 
positive action has taken place after some 
point in time."

He said to get a new charter passed by the 
voters there should he little controversy. 
Future town meetings, he said, should be the 
ones to consider drastic changes. 

Smith suggested the commission “compile 
your own thoughts and proposals you reach 
agreement on and present them in those 
areas where there is any semblance of con¬ 
troversy as a recommendation for any 
future town meeting after the charier is 
adopted." 

He urged the commission to present a 
charter incorporating the basic ingredients of 
the present Town government. 

Arthur Hewis of 91 Swanlon st. and Robert 
Grenzeback said the town government is 
disorganized. Hewis urged a town manager, 
Grenzeback said a strong executive secretary 
or a town manager could help solve the 
problem, the root of which is "the wide dif¬ 
fusion of authority and responsibility," ac¬ 
cording to a town government study com¬ 
mittee document. 

Rep. Chadwick was also concerned with 


Winchester's nine charter commissioners 
agreed Tuesday to study all possible forms of 
government for the town before recom¬ 
mending that the voters adopt a particular 
one. 

The decision came after the Charter 
Commission consultant, Michael Curran, 
suggested that the board was moving loo fast 
when it voted to retain a lown moderator and 
representative town meeting. 

Curran said that the commissioners should 
explore elimination of town meeting One 
reason for such study, Curran said, is the 
great length of time it lakes town meeting to 
conduct its business. 

A consultant for mnny communities which 
have rewritten their charters, Curran said 
that where lown council (like a city council) 
forms of government have been adopted, 
eliminating town meeting, the vole was 
overwhelmingly in favor of a council. 

The Charter Commission had earlier voted 
to retain town meeting on the basis that at its 
recent public hearing — and elsewhere — no 


mention was made to eliminate the town 
meeting. 

But as Charter Cmsr. Ann Oppenheimer 
pointed out, it’s up to the commission to 
"explore all alternatives." Curran concurred, 
saying that in his experience the persons 
opposing town meeting are usually incumbent 
town meeting members — a very small 
percentage of the population. 

In earlier discussion, the charter com¬ 
missioners were unable to agree on the length 
of term for the town meeting moderator — 
one year or three years. Cmsr. Michael 
Saraeo said a one-year term would protect the 
town meeting from getting stuck "with a 
'screwball.' " 

"What about the screwballs on the Board 
of Selectmen?” asked Cmsr, Jason Dade. 

Snraco said the Board of Selectmen has 
five members and the moderator is only one, 
a powerful position responsible for appointing 
many lown committee members.

Temporary Police 
Get Salary Raise 


"It’s an injustice to tempbrary 

patrolmen." 

"All the study in the world will not help.” 

"Benefits don't pul bread on the table." 

"I don’t want my tax bill up any more than 
you do." 

These were comments by some of the 
speakers at last Thursday’s session of town 
meeting leading up to votes giving provisional 
policemen an increase in salary from $142 to 
$177 and rejecting a five percent wage in¬ 
crease in the annual salary schedule for 
regular police. 

TMM Michael Saraeo introduced an 
amendment to Appendix C on Article 5 asking 
the town meeting for the increase in salary 
for provisional temporary policemen 
claiming that they have to buy their own 
uniforms and foul weather gear, perform the 
same duties as regular police yet there is a 
"difference" in their paychecks. 

Snraco said he had discussed the matter 
with two selectmen last year and they 
"agreed that $142 was low." 

He noted. "Provisional firemen gel 
$177.21” and asked why shouldn't a police 
officer receive the same. He said the total 
addition to the budget for "200 odd weeks for 
temporary patrolmen" would amount to 
$5,648. N 

TMM David Boyle of Prec. 1, who iden¬ 
tified himself as a former policemen, urged 
voters to accept the amendment. As a police

Personnel Board Chairman Robert 
Starrelt said the board "docs not approve the 
amendment.” 

Selectmen Chairman Arthur Dunbar, who 
agreed with Saraco's argument, placed the 
blame on lists which "are being sent to 
Winchester” from the state Civil Service 
Commission. 

He said originally temporary patrolmen 
"filled in during summer vacations; 
however, in recent years this has been 
changed.” 

He said it is "unfortunate” that some 
temporary police have been In service for two 
and more years "with no guarantee they can 
be permanent when the list comes out.” 

Dunbar asked the meeting to vote the 
motion down and "to go to the Personnel 
Board for further study.” 

Selectmen John Sullivan stood to "speak 
for the minority” of the selectmen. 
Philosophically, he said, collective 
bargaining should not be n matter for the 
town meeting floor, but "there is an oversight 
in this area. I think it’s unfair." Supporting 
the amendment he said "all the study in the 
world will not help." 

TMM Michael Connolly of Prec. 6. a fire 
captain, supported the amendment. The 
Finance Committee was against. Other town 
meeting members said "I favor vigorously” 
and "equal pay for equal work within one 
group of people.” The motion was approved 
on a voice vote. 

TMM Justin James of Prec. 5 asked the 
town meeting to consider an amendment on 
the annual salary schedule for police which 
would give a wage increase to patrolmen of 
five percent rather than 2.5 percent. 

Agreeing with Sullivan that town meeting 
"is an inappropriate place" to talk about 
collective bargaining issues "the real 
inequity" justified his bringing the matter up, 
he said. 

James said in 1970 police received an in¬ 
crease of in percent, or $8.30. In 1971 
patrolmen received a four percent increase. 

In 1972 police decided not to ask for an in¬ 
crease in view of President Nixon's request 
lor a wage freeze 

In 1973 there was a basic salary increase of 
2.5 percent. Along with this police have been 
receiving "benefits which are becoming half 
of their increases." James said. 

James said, “We need bright cops," noting 
that Winchester has lost several policemen to 
other towns where they can make more 
money. "If we don't pay. we don't keep good 
guvs." He said. “I don't wont my lax bill to go 
up uny more than you do" but Winchester 
when compared with the other 18 towns used 
for comparisons Is number 18 when it comes 
to paying its police, he said. 

Sullivan agreed that "Winchester is in the 
bottom position" and our men “are un¬ 
derpaid." but approval of the amendment by 
lown meeting "would open a door that should 
not be opened." 

He maintained that collective bargaining 
must have “effective discussions” to lead to 
final negotiations. Maybe all the policemen 
"don’t agree but the majority agree.”

‘Myths’ Keep Girls Down 

Tilt' refusal of the Wiitihesler Utile Li'a^ui* to allow girls to play 
baseball alongside the boys is typical of sports in Winchester based on 
myths which have little foundation in 11171. 

It s true there has been little if indeed any push from the girls and 
women to participate in exclusively male sports in Winchester. So far as we 
know no one has yet been denied that opportunity. 

Hut the Winchester Little League lias certainly discouraged female 
participation by slating at the outset: * According to the by-laws of Little 
league, Inc., no females will be accepted in the program. This matter must 
be taken up with the national headquarters and Is out of his (President 
Frank Langone's) hands. 'Hotter luck next year, girls,’ he said." 

The Star doesn’t mean to pick on Little League. Sports at tin* high school, 
junior high schools and in non-school leagues are equally as exclusionary. 
Little League merely happens to be current at the moment. 

Many opposed to teams mixing girls with boys on sports teams believe 
females belong to a weaker sex and thus an unfavorable unpire’s decision 
will cause a quivering lip. a barrage of tears and wails. 

If it does, so what? Kxpressing emotion is often the result of 
socialization: Hoys are taught crying isn’t manly, girls that tears are 
tantamount to helplessness and will get them everywhere. There Is a time 
* for tears, And it’s not on the baseball diamond. Girls will learn that quickly 
enough when they see tears provoke displeasure from their fellow players. 

There are some who argue that a woman's performance in sports can 
never equal a man’s because of her natural inferior stamina and Iter par¬ 
ticipation will lower the level of a team. In his hook "The Natural 
Superiority of Women," sociologist Ashley Montague says men are not 
physically stronger than women. 

If children could get the same physical training from the beginning of 
their school years, by the time .they are ready for Little League girls and 
boys would be competing on an equal level. As for the present, there are 
probably many girls who can compete equally with hoys. 

.lust give them the chance. Then we can find out whether the myths are 
really myths. And what about the Hobby Kiggs-Hillie .lean King encounter? 

Having answered the above arguments, the skeptic of women's par¬ 
ticipation in "men’s" sports will argue: It will he too expensive to build 
separate locker room facilities. Fact Is there are already female locker 
rooms in most sports facilities. And where there aren’t, it wouldn’t he too 
difficult or expensive to divide the present facilities in half, (letting a 
supervisor for the girls' facilities shouldn't he a problem. A teacher, 
counselor or mother could divide the responsibility. 

Many women feel that the real reason men are reluctant to admit women 
into their ranks Is because they don't want to see their long-cherished belief 
in girls’ supposedly Inferior physical prowess crumble. If that's the case 
then the sooner it crumbles the better. Women are entitled to equal sports 
opportunity and participation, just as are minority groups In our society. 
And that's now a law. 

Ironically, women are not a minority, though in sports they are often 
treated that way. They make up a majority of our population hut lack a 
majority of sports participation. 

One solution to the dilemma of coaches worried that forced integration of 
girls into hoys teams will diminish the ability of the team to compote 
against other teams is to allow girls to try out for the teams with no 
distinction as to sex. If they make it, they pick up a berth. If tlidy don't, they 
sit on I he bench or play in a second team. And if enough girls don't make It 
there can he a third team and a fourth and a fifth. 

Coaches should remember that other towns will he faced with the same 
pressure to admit girls to hoys' teams. Some of these towns Winchester will 
he playing. So if the level of the Winchester teams declines, so will the level 
of the oilier towns' teams. 

Maybe the couches unci players will be surprised. Could be the level of 
play will go up. What will he the hoys' reaction then? Probably pride in their 
team and not jealousy. 

The girls are not going to get the chance to attain equal sports op¬ 
portunity unless they make some kind of effort toward that goal. So fur they 
have made none in Winchester. So don't blame the current situation all on 
the men. Girls, if you really care, get out there and push.

Vote ‘No’ On 
Dense Apartments 


EDITOR OF THF STAIt: 

The proposal in the warrant being 
presented by the Winchester Housing 
Authority has received wide coverage in The 
Winchester Star and The Woburn Times. 

Il asks to establish u multiple family 
residential district in our zoning by-law in 
order that the authority may proceed to build 
housing units for the elderly on the (old) 
Lincoln School site. 

Their purpose is without question proper 
and necessary to provide for the needs of our 
senior citizens. The method however must be 
challenged! 

If we vote yes for Article 9 we will in 
essence be opening up the residential areas of 
the whole town lo apartments. This district 
was voted down by town meeting just five 
short months ago. 

For those who feel alternate dwellings are 
needed, our newly accepted zoning by-law 
does provide planned residential district (six 
units per acre) and cluster zoning (two units 
per acre) 

It also provides an apartment house zone 
ih the ctoiter. However, Article 9 as proposed 
will allow 12units per acre, a density that will 
be highly detrimental to our basically 
residential community. 

We all want lo sec the Winchester Housing 
Authority proceed with their second project 
but object strenously that their proposal is the 
only way il can be accomplished. 

An amendment to Article 9 will be offered 
a I town meeting asking that a "Housing for 
the elderly district (SCI-EH)" be established. 
It will contain all the necessary requirements 
under law to meet the needs of the elderly. 

These amendments hove met the approval 
of town counsel that they are properly drawn 
and in order. In his opinion, they are sound 
zoning law and would meet the approval of 
I he ntlorncy-gcneral’s office. 

The F.ricson amendment will support the 
goal of the authority and help insure town 
meeting approval of their articles. 

If the only aim of the authority is to fulfil 
their charge under Article 18 of town meeting. 
1970. there is NO conflict with the amend¬ 
ment . If the ONLY aim of the Planning Board 
is to help the Winchester Housing Aulhority 
get elderly housing on the Lincoln School site, 
there is NO conflict with the amendment. 
However, if the aim of the Planning Board is 
to have town meeting again reconsider the 
twice-defeated garden apartment district by 
using the needs of our elderly as their tool, 
there is considerable conflict — conflict with 
the mandate of town meeting and the law! 

The housing authority asks that we not 
jeopardize the rights of qur senior citizens. I 
submit that the authority has a responsibility 
to the vest of the town also. I feel certain our 
senior citizens would agree if the facts were 
known to them. 

To vote Article 9 unamended would 
irreversibly lead us along the same path our 
sister communities now find themselves. 

We urge town meeting members to sup¬ 
port our amendment and once and for all 
reassert your position on high-density 
apartments'

In a day when we hear so much of graft, 
corruption, greed and injustice it is indeed 
news when one can praise a group such as the 
Winchester Housing Authority, headed by 
Mary Murphy. 

For a long time we have read about the 
units on Palmer street being constructed and 
the criteria that would be used to select the 52 
occupants from the staggering 500 or so ap¬ 
plicants. 

Finally the units were finished and the lists 
were made. We know' someone who made out 
an application, never dreaming it would be 
accepted with so many applying. This person 
met the criteria listed, but had no political 
pull, no influential friends or any of the things 
that rumor says has been necessary in such 
projects in other towns. 

But no, apparently in Winchester Mary 
Murphy, Clara Hewis and the other members 
of the selection committee were scrupulously 
honest, and this person was chosen along with 
others on the basis of need and meeting the 
criteria alone. 

The only criticism 1 have heard, and this 
came from a person who wanted lo be con¬ 
sidered for the apartments, was that if a 
person had even a little money or resources 
they were ineligible. This is NOT a criticism 
of the WHA but a sad fact that the paucity of 
units available meant a very stringent 
adherence to minimum resources was 
necessary. 

We MUST have more housing such as that 
on Palmer street. We owe this to our elderly, 
and we should be proud of the way our 
Housing Authority, has succeeded at Palmer 
street. 

Wc have heard wonderful praise for the 
director. Clara Hewis. and seen for ourself 
how kindly she interacts with her tenants. 

The old Lincoln School site would be 
wonderful for another unit-minus a 
playground. I don’l think children collectively 
. or at noisy play are stimulating to the elderly 
-singlyor in interaction for short periods they 
can be. Call your town meeting member and 
urge positive action for our elderly.

Pies lym* gone oul or favor in some cir¬ 
cles. Cholesterol and nil that. 

We've noticed the most vocal dieters are 
either recruiting others into tight-lipped 
misery, or secret-closet eaters, Popcorn, 
party food, and potato chips (just one you 
know. I'm on a diet) are great favorites 
Personally, 1 like a piece of pie, preferably 
apple, with cheese and a good strong cup of 
coffee. 

A friend's mother made pies every year at 
Thanksgiving. Her children noticed she 
marked a *‘T” on the top crust of each pie. 
When questioned, she answered, “T is for ’Tis 
Mince." As for the others? She said. “T is for 
Tnin'l Mince." 

How about a return to real pies? Juicy, 
fresh-fruit pies, not crumb-crust, or crumb 
lopped. No sour cream, yogurt, or canned 
fruit fillings, I mean plain apple, cherry, 
blueberry, peach, in a flaky home-made 
crust. 

The following pastry recipe is as simple 
and quick to make as packaged pie-crust mix, 
and easier to handle. Try this, and see if you 
agree. 

Hot Water Pastry 

Place in a bowl: 2-3 cup hydrogenated 
shortening 

1 teaspoon salt 

Pour over: 

1-3 cup boiling water. 

Cream with fork until well mixed. 

Add:

Little League Now 
Has Girls’ Teams 


The debate continues over integration of 
men's and women’s sports. 

George Boradi of Woburn, Massachusetts 
director of Little League, says it is not so 
much that girls want to be on the same team 
as boys, but that there is no alternative for 
them. 

Boradi admits "there are girls who can 
play as well if not better than boys," but says 
the founding premise of little league is that 
girls be excluded. Baseball is a contact sport - 
and there are "hazards that girls should not 
be exposed to." 

Boradi said he spoke with doctors and 
explains that although at the age of eight or 
nine girls may be stronger physically than 
boys, by the age of 12 muscle fibers have 
changed and girls begin to fall behind. 

He mentioned several cases where girls 
with good enough sports skills for a boys' 
team said they preferred having a team of 
their own. 

Little league has recently incorporated 
girls' softball little league teams. Acton was 
the first Massachusetts town to start one. 

Five Acton girls expressed their wishes for 
a girls’ little league team approximately one 
month ago. Now Acton has "at least 10 
teams," according to George Boradi. 

To start a girls’ little league team in 
Winchester is easy, he continued. It involves a 
call lo Frank Langone, president of Win¬ 
chester Little League. The problem seems to 
be, said Boradi, that "people are not aware” 
df this option. 

In the past, women have not been totally

Needham and St. Mark’s by identical scores 
of 6-5and trouncing Framingham South by 0-4 
Monday. 

If the team continues to play such a strong 
game, the Sachems figure to be among the top 
contenders by the time of the state tourney in 
June 

The opening game with defending state 
champion Needham was originally slated to 
be played on Saturday. The weather man 
intervened and forced a postponement. 

The surface at the new playing area was 
still slippery with several wet areas. But, the 
teams made the best of it, and action was fast 
and furious in spite of the field. Pete Sand- 
Ihrd. however, was injured and forced to sit 
out the St. Mark’s game due to a severe cut on 
his leg. 

Boy Palumbo opened the scoring early in 
ihe first period.

The Sachems pressed the attack in the 
second period and drew even on an extra man 
situation with Rich Lougee doing the scoring.

The Bouleymen continued to press their 
advantage. Goals by Vin Palumbo and 
another by Sandford built a 5-2 margin. 
Needham was far from conceding the victory. 
The Bay State League entry struck for three 
consecutive goals to draw even at five goals 
each.

Kenneth P. Trevett of 7 Woodside rd. 
announced his candidacy for slate 
representative on the Democratic ticket at 
the Sons of Italy Hall last Friday night. 

Trevett ran for the office twice before, 
losing his second bid in 1972 by 21 votes. 

Sen, Chester Atkins (D-Acton) and Win¬ 
chester residents Maureen Winn and Charles 
Harris took part in the reception attended by 
more than 225 well-wishers. Atkins told the 
audience, "Ken Trevett’s background as a 
legislative aide on Beacon Hill and as public 
information officer for the Massachusetts 
Department of Youth Services is excellent 
training for the representative's position. Ken 
knows the nuts and bolts of state govern¬ 
ment." 

fn his own remarks, Trevett stressed the 
importance of citizen involvement in the 
political process. "Feft only to professional 
politicians, the business of governing 
becomes business — not governing," he 
staled, 

"Government can best function — indeed 
can only function — when the citizens 
themselves take an active interest in the 
electoral process," 

Trevett called for state attention in several 
areas, among them economic upgrading of 
several Massachusetts cities, continued 
"deinstitutionalization" of human services 
and the public financing of major political 
campaigns He chided politicians for raising 
the aspirations of "forgotten and neglected" 
citizens with false political promises and 
simplistic solutions to complex problems. 

The 26-ycar-old Trevett stressed the 
'unique responsibility” which Winchester’s 
state representative has. He said citizens 
here should expect their representative to file 
a legislative package, carry out committee 
assignments and "probe the workings of the 
executive branch to determiine which 
programs work, which are failing and which 
need improving." 

He emphasized that a state representative 
should be a voice in his home district. 

"Winchester's slate representative should 
be a leader in this community who perceives 
and constructively acts upon the needs of the 
people at home, and one who has the courage 
and ability to confront people with the source 
of their own potential — that is, their own 
power to act intelligently and collectively for 
their best interests." 

Trevett was born and raised in Winchester 
and attended schools here before going to 


Colgate University, where he graduated with 
honors. He was a school teacher and an aide 
in the mayor’s office while a Vista volunteer 
in Gary. Indiana. He then became an ad¬ 
ministrative assistent to the house chairman 
of the slate administration committee in the 
Massachusetts legislature. 

After his election bid in 1972, Trevett 
became associated with the state’s depart¬ 
ment of Youth Services, where he is in charge 


of the legislative liaison team, the speakers 
bureau anmd relations with the news media. 

He has been active in numerous 
organizations such as the Winchester 
Business Association, the Unitarian- 
Universalist Church, Little Feague, Boy 
Scouts and the Winchester Environmental 
Protection Association.

Parkhurst Named Chairman; 
MacDonald Will Continue 
Under 5-Year Contract 


Stephen Parkhurst was named chairman 
nf the Winchester School Committee to 
commence May 1 and running until the end of 
the annual town meeting. 

Richard Pharo was named vice-chairman, 
and new committee member Catherine 
Fallon was assigned the responsibility of 
signing payrolls as of May 1. 

These appointments were voted upon 
Tuesday night by the School Committee with 
outgoing chairwoman Harriet Dieterich 
presiding until 11 p.m. and Mary Mears, vice- 
chairman. presiding for the remaining 
session. 

Executive Sessions 

The School Committee conducted two 
executive sessions Tuesday night. The first, 
which began at 7 p.m. and concluded about 
8:15. included Tom Kelly, school hockey 
coach. 

During the recess. Mrs, Dieterich told The 
Star that this session was nol open to the 
public because they were discussing a per¬ 
sonnel matter. . 

A second executive session was held 
during the evening, following which 
Parkhurst announced that the School Com¬ 
mittee had just finalized a five-year contract 
with Supl. of Schools William MacDonald who 
would receive a salary of $36,500 per annum. 

Parkhurst and other committee members 
praised MacDonald’s performance. 
Parkhurst said, “We couldn't have a better 
fellow, He has kept his poise and kept people 
working together." 


Mrs. Dieterich offered MacDonald her 
"vote of confidence" and noted the high 
regard lie held by townspeople was such that 
of late “the School Commitlee might envy.** 
MacDonald thanked the group for their 
support and said. 'Til try harder." 

In his regular report io the School.Com¬ 
mittee. MacDonald said. “There is a serious 
deficit developing in the budget" due to the 
increase in electric bills, which are “out of 
sight" and “we may have to seek a transfer of 
funds," 

MacDonald said that April electric bills for 
four schools are higher lhan January bills 
even though the kilowatt hours are down. 

Summer School 

The School Committee approved a sum¬ 
mer school program presented by Joseph 
Crowley, new director. 

Crowley said that plans arc to hold the 
remedial school for six weeks beginning July 
I The school will be held at the Muraco and 
Parkhurst schools, he said, noling that he 
hoped to recommend the program be held in 
one school next year. 

Tuition will be the same as 1973, said 
Crowley. The family plans for residents will 
have parents paying $25 for the first child: $15 
for the second; $10 for the third; and $5 for all 
others. 

The Lcsley-Winchester elementary 
program will include a new individualized 
remedial reading program, Crowley said, 
adding that there has been Interest from some 
parents for an elementary language 


program This will be given study and 
perhaps be recommended for another year, 
Crowley said. 

On the secondary level, plans call for a 
learn teaching apprnnch for junior high 
students. Academic studies will include 
mathematics and English and enrichments 
activities will include earth science field 
trips 

In high school the summer program will 
include English, mathematics, algebra, 
geometry, trigonometry, personal typing, 
and driver education, The School Department 
will net as agent for the latter. Crowley said. 

Questioned if students and parents realize 
that Ihe summer program is a remedial 
program, Crowley said his intention is to 
make Ihis fact clear through two brochures, 
one for elementary including the Lesley 
College program, and another to secondary 
students. Parents will be notified soon if their 
children should be considered candidates for 
the summer classes. 

After approval of the plan, School Com¬ 
mitteeman Pharo told Crowley he hoped “in 
light of the existing situation with town 
meeting that he would keep expenses to a 
bare minimum" such as holding the total 
program in one building," which Crowley 
brought up early in his remarks.

Youths were apprehended by police on 
Monday. One juvenile was am*sled for set¬ 
ting a grass fire on Russell Hill (vicinity of 
Fitzgc'rald ave and Wendell st.). According 
to police there will be a court hearing with the 
juvenile charged with' committing a 
misdemeanor. 

A resident of Tremont streel reported 
youths using a shed at the rear of her 
property. They attempted to burn the shed 
and the resident had to extinguish the fire. 


Anderson 
Explains Trust 
Agreements 

Paul Anderson of the Middlesex Bank 
spoke before the Winchester Kiwanis Club 
recently on the need and advantages of for¬ 
ming a trust. He is a vice-president in charge 
of the trust department. 

According to Anderson, a trust in its 
simplest form is the management of the 
property of others for a fee. The idea of a trust 
is not new. Similar activities were conducted 
in the I3lh century, he said. 

Anderson explained that trust agreements 
delcrniine what will be done with the assets of 
the trust. Usually a person’s will and the 
agreement are similar. Trust departments of 
banks do have the capability to advise on how 
assets should be invested. Then they 
recommend that an attorney draw up the 
trust hollowing these steps, it becomes the 
duly of the bank to execute the trust. 

The most common form of trust is the 
preservation of an estate for the benefieiery. 
Pointing to trusts Anderson said they become 
very important in cases where the 
beneficiary is not knowledgeable of the in¬ 
vestment world or is a minor 

It is becoming more common for people to 
form living trust Individuals who are too 
busy, who are in a risk type business, who 
travel frequently or who are retired often 
designate a trust to manage his assets ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Anderson. 

Anderson stressed the point that many 
people believe they must be wealthy in order 
to have a need for a trust, hut this notion is 
incorrect.

Merit System 

This year the Personnel Board is 
recommending a change in the format of the 
salary compensation schedules. Thursday at 
town meeting Selectman Chairman Dunbar 
asked the voters to move each grade up one 
step from that recommended by the Per¬ 
sonnel Board. 

Library trustees chairman Edward 
O'Connell, speaking against the amendment 
change, said, "The Personnel Board is better 
qualified to make recommendations” than 
are selectmen whom they advise.

Bingo For 
Elderly 


A group of citizens from Prec. l has been 
turned down In its bid to sponsor on afternoon 
bingo party for elderly citizens as a 
recreational activity. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday turned 
down the group after secretary Edward 
Donnelly said he had been advised that such 
activity could be illegal because Winchester 
voters refused to allow such games in town. 

The electorate in 1972 voted against a 
referendum which would have allowed 
charitable organizations to operate such 
games as bingo and beano. 

Dr. Richard D. Norberg, chairman of the 
Council on Aging, requested the selectmen to 
permit the group to sponsor the acitivity on 
May 22 or 29 in the afternoon. “There is to be 
no charge for admission or for playing the 
game,” he wrote the board. 

“Those attending will be asked to bring a 
small gift which can be used as a prize for the 
bingo winners," Norberg said. “I believe that 
this group has the competence to run such an 
activity in good style and should be given the 
required permits and approvals." 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall said 
“there’s a question whether the Council on 
Aging can be licensed” to run the game. The 
law limits operation of bingo to charitable 
organizations. The council is a town board. 

In other business Monday, the board voted 
to seek permission from the Cemetery 
Commission to take land along Palmer street 
necessary for widening the road, 

Town Counsel will prepare legislation for 
the General Court to take the Wildwood 
Cemetery land. The town engineer will 
prepare plans in conjucntion with Chapter 90 
work. 

The selectmen voted in favor of legislation 
which would increase the town’s per capita 
assessment for the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council from 15 to 20 cents. 

Selectman Vito A. Glarrizzo said the 
agency doesn’t have sufficient funds to follow 
through with its worthwhile regional planning 
work. The town's additional share would be 
several thousand dollars, he said. 

Selectman John Sullivan initially opposed 
the move on the grounds it is "retrogression,” 
saying the agency should get the money from 
the legislature. 

Giarrlzzo said he will be ready next with 
week with plans for new taxi regulations. 

Interest Charge 
To Be Added To 
Late Tax Bills 


Town Treasurer Marguerite H. Troop said 
this week that tax bills have been very slow 
returning to Town Hall and must be paid by 
May 1. 

Miss Troop said many persons may not 
understand that the bills have to be paid by 
the May 1 date. Homeowners and others who 
fail to pay their bills by May 1 are subject to 
an interest charge. 

Miss Troop said tax bills not paid by May 1 
will be have an interest charge of eight 
percent retroactive to March added.

Mrs. Frazier urged the commission to 
recognize how many new persons are in 
Winchester with no iraditions or deeprooted 
love for the town yet and to consider ways to 
keep new residents interested and con¬ 
tributing to the town’s welfare. 

Other suggestions included having a town 
archivist and historical building for Win¬ 
chester's historical documents, a clerk and 
secretarial pool and a better distribution of 
manpower so one committee will not have too 
much to do and another loo little. 

James Falzano Jr. of 40 Highland ave.

Outlining the commission’s procedure, 
vice-chairman Ericson said it will include 
discussion, proposal review and acceptance 
— the formal vote of the commission. 

Clara Hewis urged citizen support and 
suggestions. Comments and advice may 
reach the commission via Town Hall. Charter 
Commission meetings are Tuesdays at 7:30 
p.m, in the Town Hall basement. 

Arab-Isareli 
Con flict Is Topic 

Last week the Winchester Committee for 
Peace and Justice sponsored Edmund R. 
Hanauer, executive director of Search, who 
spoke about the possibility of “a just set¬ 
tlement of the Arab-Israeli war." 

Hanauer, who has a background of study 
and travel in the area, cautioned his audience 
“there are no simple answers," and urged 
them to become involved in working for 
justice. 

He quoted the "Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, Article 13" •* “Anyone has the 
right to leave any country, including his own 
and to return to his country." According to 
Hanauer, Israeli has made much of the right 
of Russian Jews to leave Russia to live in 
Israel but completely ignores the right of the 
Christian and Moslem Palestinians to return 
to their homes now occupied by Israelis. 

The committee which openly supports 
Hanauer’s view is petitioning congressmen, 
senators and others to become involved in 
action that will lead to the rights ^ 
emigration for Soviet Jews. 

Again referring to the Mid-East, Hanauer 
said, "A Just settlement will be one that 
recognizes that both Palestinian Arabs and 
Israeli Jews have equal claim to national self- 
determination in a common homeland. 

"While most Americans show concern for 
the rights of Israeli Jews, he said they are, 
unfortunately, often ignorant of the rights or 
even the claims of Palestinians. Since justice 
for Palestinian Arabs and security for Israeli 
Jews are interdependent, rather than 
mutually exclusive, and since each is a 
prerequisite for the realization of the other, 
Hanauer claims it follows that we must work 
for Palestinian rights if we seek peace and 
prosperity for Israeli Jews.” 

He said, "Palestinians are an oppressed 
people, whether they live in Israel, in the 
occupied areas, or in exile in Palestinian 
camps, A just settlement will recognize the 
right at Palestinian refugees to return to their 
homes in Israel and the occupied territories 
and will grant Palestinians first-class 
citizenship in Israel." 

Hanauer has agreed to return to speak in 
the near future.

They had also recommended that a new leaf 
shredder and two new chief’s cars for fire and 
police be cut. 

The town meeting, however, refused to go 
along with cutting $18,500 for a leaf shredder 
after a protracted debate on the subject 
appeared to convince many members pur¬ 
chase of the shredder would be economical in 
Ihe long run. The meeting went along with 
cutting $9,400 for two chief’s cars. 

An $18,500 leaf shredder, rejected by town 
meeting last year when the cost was $1,000 
less, was said to have the capability of

"Life is only a mess of sorrow, up hill and 
down.

This plea was sent In a letter to Edward F, 
Bowler, chief of police, from Mrs, Norah 
Patterson of Chula Vista, Calif.

producing enough loam over the next 15 years 
to pay for itself. 

Compost Study Committee Chairman 
Lenore Frazier argued that Ihe town spent an 
average of $5,000 a year between 1970 and 1973 
on loam, $8,000 in 1973 and a projected $9,500 
in 1974 

"Since backyard burning has been 
abolished, leaves are a town problem," she 
said, calling incineration "environmental 
insanity" since leaves can be used to produce 
loam, 

The only other alternative then, she said, 
would be to haul leaves out of town, an ex¬ 
pensive solution. The Board of Health has 
ruled out any additional burying of leaves 
underground at the cemetery, Mrs. Frazier 
noted, because of odors. 

Or, as she inadvertantly stated it to the 
great amusement of all, "The Board of Health 
has decided there would be no more holes dug 
in Ihe cemetery area," 

The leaf shredder will chop up the leaves, 
which will then be piled above ground to in¬ 
sure proper drainage, 

Mrs. Frazier estimated "conservatively" 
that it will take three years for the leaves to 
produce loam. Street sweepings, sludge from 
Leonard Pool dredging and sub soil can be 
added to the leaves to give volume and tex¬ 
ture. 

Though debate on the article to purchase a 
new shredder took 90 minutes, there was 
barely a dissenting vote against its purchase. 

Nor was there a dissenting vote against an 
appropriation of $5,800 for purchase of a new 
auxiliary fire department lighting truck. 

The meeting approved a legal budget of 
$23,000 which contains a $5,000 raise for Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall. There was little 
discussion on the article. Randall now 
receives $17,000 a year for this part time 
work. 

The meeting passed a town treasurer’s 
budget of $40,327, which includes provisions 
for hiring one and a half more persons in that 
office.

Town meeting Thursday rejected a 
proposal (o provide an additional $ 21,500 in 
the school budget personal services account 
to pay for.,secretarial services. 

The request came from School Committee 
member Mary Mears, who said the amount 
would "cover a negotiated settlement for 
secretaries for 1974-75.” 

Mrs. Mears said the two-year contract 
provides for a 5 3/ 4 percent increase in salaries 
for the first year and 6A< percent increase for 
Ihe second. She noted there was provision for 
longevity payments, effective July 1, for 
seven members of the secretarial staff. 

TMM Robert Ericson of Prec. 4, the first to 
oppose the request, said he was sorry to hear 
that a settlement had already been reached. 
He noted he had planned to say some things to 
the School Committee but now it was ap¬ 
parently too late. 

Ericson advised the town meeting to 
"ignore this request and make them come up 
at a special town meeting." 

He said the problem was that the School 
Committee "wants to compare with other 
school committees rather than with area 
rates. For God’s sake," said Ericson, "if you 
are a secretary work for the School Com¬ 
mittee rather than one of the other town 
departments." 

Mrs. Mears responded that she would have 
liked to have heard Ericson’s remarks back 
in September or October "not March or 
April." 

Pointing to the "fine people” who are in 
the Winchester school department, Mrs. 
Mears said that 5 3 4 percent "is peanuts 
compared to what other towns pay.” She 
noted that Reading gave its secretaries a 10 
percent increase. 

“We can't shaft the town or town meeting 
members,” said Mrs. Mears, noting "I think 
we got a real good deal,” referring to the final 
settlement, 

Finance Chairman James B. L. Lane 
requested “unfavorable action” suggesting if 
the number of people in the secretarial 
division "was reduced" he could agree. 

Town meeting rejected Mrs. Mears' 
request for the additional $21,500.

There Is a very logical explanation for this. In many 
Industries we have witnessed a decline In what we call 
"private enterprise" - goods and services offered by a 
variety of competing outlets. The consumer is king In 
this system because he has a choice when he goes 
shopping. The businessman who doesn't try his best to 
serve the consumer Is not going to be in business very 
long. 

But what happens when the number of competing 
units Is reduced to |ust a handful of nationwide 
producers? The consumer now loses his advantage 
because he no longer has a choice in the marketplace. 
He may have the greatest numbers, but he does not 
have the power that the giant corporations have to 
control supply, set prices and lobby before Congress 
and state legislatures. In short, consumers become a 
kind of minority group In terms of power when they 
deal with the giant corporations of our country. 

That’s why we see consumers forming their own 
organizations today. 

tt Is Interesting to note that one Industry - banking - 
remains a system of competitive private enterprise. 
With some 14,000 banks In our nation, the consumer Is 
still king when he goes shopping for financial services. 
In an independent community bank, it Is competition - 
not a distant corporate hierarchy or faceless govern¬ 
ment agency •• that sets the basic customer policies. 
When you enter an Independent bank, you deal with 
real people who must give you the best possible service 
at the best possible prlceor you will take your business 
elsewhere, 

Yet there are some people - mostly executives of 
very large banks - who are trying to get our 
legislatures and the Congress to pass legislation that 
would lead to a reduction In the number of banks and 
consequently, a reduction In banking competition. 
These large banks would like to expand their control, 
similar to tie way a few big oil companies control the 
oil and gas supply In our country. 

If this kind of control develops In banking, the con¬ 
sumer will be at an extreme disadvantage, because 
finance Is the life blood of our economy, flourishing 
businesses and Industries at every level. You can 
Imagine the consideration the Individual banking 
consumer would get If we should lose our competitive 
system of Independent banking. 

There are two principal ways In which the banking 
system can be taken over by a handful of giant banking 
systems. One Is through expansion of branch banking, 
and the other Is through the multibank holding com¬ 
pany. There are technical differences between these 
two systems, but to the consumer, the effect of both 
systems is the same: a reduction In the number of 
competing banking units as Independent, community 
banks disappear and are replaced by offices controlled 
from a headquarters building In a distant large city. 

From the tacts set forth In this column, I hope you 
will agree with me that destruction of our Independent 
banking system would be a disadvantage to you, to our 
community and our country. 
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
